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EDITORIAL.. 


REMEDY OR REVENUE? 

Rarely does a sitting of magistrate’s court pass at 
Lindsay but we hear of at least one and possibly several 
people appearing before the bench and being convicted 
of impaired driving or some offense involving the illegal 
use of liquor In most cases judgment is in the form of a 
fine, occasionally a very substantial fine, as was the case 
with a bootlegging conviction this week which carried a 
fine of $700 plus.costs_ 

It is probably safe to conclude tnat fines collected for 
various convictions directly or indirectly attributable to 
liquor consumption provides. the. courts of Ontario with 
their greatest single source of revenue. This is a concern- 
ing situation — concerning because there is always the 
danger that our courts will become more pre-occupied 
with revenue than with finding a remedy for the problem. 

In the case of offenses involving liquor, only in a few in- 
stances is either a heavy fine, temporary loss of driving 
privileges or even a jail term, likely to have any lasting 
effect. The problem is usually much deeper seated than 
is generally realized and the remedy lies in getting at the 
root of the problem rather than dealing with the surface 
evidence of its existence. 

It is ironical that in Ontario, where the sale of liquor 
is a source of fabulous revenue to the province, its misuse 
or abuse is the source of another staggering income — 
fines imposed upon those who run afoul of the law as a 
result of indulgence. This combination of factors, con- 
sidered in the light of the fact that alcoholism is increasing 
at an unprecedented rate in Ontario, suggests there is 
a need for reviewing the existing method of marketing al- 
coholic beverages in this province. There is evidence 
on every hand to indicate that rather than “control”, as 
was originally intended and as most people interpret the 
word to mean, we are confronted with the “promotion” 
of liquor sales on an ever-expanding basis. The price 
which is being paid for this situation is staggering when 
considered in terms of human distress and is attendant 
consequences, economic and otherwise, 

Remedy or revenue? This, seems. to be the choice 
authorities are called upon to make if the liquor problem 
in Ontario is to be dealt with effectively.

change is the English title for 


employment service), and he 
is at present in training with 
the Lindsay branch of the Na- 
tional Employment Service. 
Mr. Ali came to Canada under 
the Colombo Plan training fa- 
cilities to study vocational 
guidance and employment 
counselling in Canada and is 
spending six months in various 
éentres in Ontario. He spent 
the first four weeks of his 
training at Niagara Falls, 
(which he describes as the 
most beautiful place in the 
world), further four weeks at 
Galt and af present four weeks 
at Lindsay. He returns to Galt 
from Lindsay for a few days 
next, and then spends the rest 
of his training period in Ham- 
ilton, Toronto and Ottawa. 
“We have tremendous pro- 
blems in Pakistan with unem- 
ployment”, says Mr. Ali. “We 
have 90 million people and a- 
bout 85% are illiterate and un- 
skilled. There are only 20 em- 
ployment exchanges and you 


Mr. Ali is a Moslem and one 
of the problems he faces in Ca- 
nada is one of the preparation 
of his food. For this reason 
he has been unable to eat meat 
here because it hasn’t been 


faith. “Just once’, he said, 
“at Galt I was able to eat chic- 
ken through the kindness of 
an employment service officer 
who arranged to have the 
chicken specially prepared for 
me”. 

Canadian people have been 
very generous and courteous, 
said Mr. Ali, and he has parti- 
cular praise for the employ- 
ment officers who have done 
everything they could to as-

A Sneet Truth 
in Sweet Tooth 


‘OU can see for yourself one

DIVIDE PEONIES NOW

Peonies do not require to be 
divided frequently, but of the 
clumps have become large and 
overcrowded now is the time 
to divide and replant.

Cemetery project 


Sunderland (PNS) — Travel- 
lers on the Brock Road have 
probably noticed the vast im- 
provements which have been 
made on the cemetery at West 
Brock, but how many are a- 
ware of the hours of time and 
labour the Rey. L. Kirk, rector 
of St. Mary’s Anglican Church 
Sunderland, has put into this 
project.. 

More than two years ago, 
Rey. Kirk was approached a- 
bout having the cemetery tid- 
ied up and taken care of with 
substantial donations being 
volunteered. Since then he has 
been trying to work up enthus- 
iasm among those who might 
be interested in seeing the 
cemetery put in order, in rais- 
ing enough money to have the 
grass cut each year and to con- 
tinue improvements. 

Mr, Bernie Doble made a 
start on the project last spring 
when he had repairs done on 
the Anglician Church which is 
on the cemetery site. Rev Kirk 
then went to work and cut all 
the wild grass which hadn’t 
been cut for years with a spec- 
ial cemetery mower kindly pro- 
vided by F', Manley & Son, Tor- 
onto. Trees have been cut down 
and now 20 loads of top soil will 
be placed on the grounds. Sat- 
urday, October 26th. is the day 
set for volunteer helpers to be 
at the cemetery to level it off, 
straighten some stones that 
have tilted and in general to 
finish the tidying up job for 
this year. Fifteen people have 
offered services but more help} 
will be appreciated. 

To ensure that the cemetery 
site is kept in order in years to 
come, a minimun of $3,000 
must be raised within the next 
two years and Rey.

WORRIED ABOUT 
HYSTERECTOMY 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: In ex- 
actly three weeks I am due for 
surgery to remove my uterus. 
J am terribly concerned about 
what is to happen. 

T am 30 years old and have 
two beautiful children. We 
hadn’t planned on having any 
more, but just the same I feel 
like something drastic is giong 
to occur mentally: I've always 
had difficult periods and up to 
three years ago have felt very 
uncomfortable with a prolaps- 
ed uterus. 

Two doctors decided on re- 
moval of the uterus. They sav 
the operation won't present 
any problems concerning fem- 
inity, menopause, intercourse, 
etc. Nevertheless, I remain 
terribly concerned. Will you 
please take time to give me a 
few words to calm me, Dr. 
Steincrohn? 

Incidentally, I've checked 
with the hospital to find out 
if itis an accredited institution. 
It is not as yet. They say they 

‘will get proper accreditation 
within a year. That raises 
doubts in my mind as to whe- 
ther to have surgery there; also 


whether my doctors who are on 
the staff are able. What would 
you do? Mrs. C. 

Comment: I'd want my oper- 
ation in a properly aceredited 
hospital I'd also insist on a 
consultation with an outstand- 
ing gynecologist in your com- 
munity before undergoing 
such surgery. I’m sure your 
doctors won't object. 

Let's suppose there's no 
question you need the opera- 
tion and that you will have a 
fine surgeon do it in a fine hos- 
pital, I think you are inviting 
unnecessary grief by alowing 
yourself to become so appre- 
hensive about what MAY hap- 
pen. So many women have 
told me their hysterectomy 
caused them no more grief 
than a tonsillectomy. 
DIFFICULT TO PREDICT 
REACTIONS 

I have seen others who had 
emotional reactions. It is dif- 
ficult to predict which women 
will react badly with hot 
flashes, nervousness and ex- 
treme anxiety and depression. 


I recall a girl in her mid 20's) 


who had no postoperative or 


convalescent problems at all 


| after her uterus was remoyed. 


In her case, one might have 
expected poor postoperative 
adjustment. Met, another pa- 
tient, a woman in her meno- 
pause, and a grandmother four 
times over, couldn’t bring her- 
self to accept the fact that she 
was now without a uterus. 
Call it psychological, hor- 
monial or whatever you will, 
not all women react with pre- 
dictability to removal of the 
uterus. For that matter, nei- 
ther do all men react the same 
way after prostatectomy. 
Therefore, I suggest Mrs. C., 
that you try to go into this 
thing chin-up Fear invites 
fear. If you allow yourself to 
get too scared before the oper- 
ation, you may be laying the 
groundwork for unnecessary 
future trouble.

Dear Dr. Steinerohn: X rays 
have shown that I have a very 
small hiata hernia. It was dis- 
covered in a routine examin- 
ation I have no symptoms.

When a patient comes in saying 
that he gets two or three at- 
tacks a year in the same joint 
(with redness, pain and swel- 
ling which last a few days) we 
became suspicious, And once 
on the diagnostic trail, the doc- 
tor takes X rays which some- 
times show punched-out areas 
in the joint. Even if these are 
not present, an examination of 
the patient’s blood for uric 
acid will show that it is much 
higher that the normal level of 
six. 

Q. Once you nave made the 
diagnosis, then what can you 
do for the patient? Is there a 


A. As for the diet, I can’t has been known to cut down 


say that we have found one 
that is unquestionably good 
in treating gout, We do know 
that the overweight patient 
should lose; that he should cut 
down on his intake of fats; and 
perhaps eliminate such drinks 
as liquor, coffee, tea and cocoa. 
But as I said, there’s no spe- 
cial food that we are sure 
causes or aggravates gout. 

Q. What is there to do for 
my husband when he comes 
down with the pain? 
ELEVATE JOINT 

A. If possible, elevating the 
joint helps. Keep off heavy 
bedclothing, which sometimes 
aggravates the pain. The most 
important, is to have him take 
(as his doctor has directed) his 
doctor has directed) his hourly 
doses of colchicin polls. He 
may have to take as many as 
a dozen before he gets the 
loose stools which usually sig- 
nal the beginning of relief in 
the gouty joint.

But it is true that a mo 
derate amount of exercise, 
moderation in eating and 
drinking, and being on the 
lea side are obstacles against 
the steady march of gout.

Fortun- 
ately, most patients can take 
antihypertensive drugs without

Dymond Disensses Health in Ontario 
Rats! Get Rid Of T 


Matthew B. Dymond, MD, CM. 

Ontario Minister of Health 

Man’s unwilling association with 
the rat hae extended from time 
immemorial. This pest has stolen 
‘man’s food, given its diseases to 
him, and caused great economic 
damage. Like man, the rat can 
live alone, but prefers to live 
with his fellows on a community 
basis. 

Experience has shown that man 
can only defend himself against 
these unwelcome guests by com- 
munity effort. One householder’s 
attempt to control these pests is 
of little use if his neighbours do 
not join with him. Sporadic at- 
tacks on this problem are of little 
use. The programme must be a 
continuing one. 

The Environmental Sanitation 
Branch of the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Health suggests that any 
programme, to be effective, must 
accomplish the following: 1) re- 
move rat harbourage, that is, not 
provide them with suitable homes; 
2) prevent them from obtaining 
food; and 3) eradicate the rats 
which are already present. 

All new construction should 
be so designed that spaces large 
enough to admit a rat (14" or 
over) either do not exist or are 
protected by mesh. This mesh 
should be so substantial that rats 
cannot chew through it, and the 
openings small enough that they 
cannot squeeze through. Older 
buildings should be looked over 
carefully and all possible rat en- 
trance-ways eliminated, Rubble, 
waste building material and such 
should be removed from the 
property.

Most of the methods used for 
the déstruction of rats were in- 
effective until the advent of the 
anti-coagulant poisons. These are 
relatively safe as there is little 
danger of accidental poisoning 
and when properly prepared, 
rats do not develop bait-shyness. 
They will consume the required 
amounts at successive feedings 
until a breakdown in their blood 
clotting mechanism is brought 
about. Any wound—even the 
physiological wear and repair 
process constantly going on in 
the body—will result in the rat 
bleeding to death after a few 
days. és 

All necessary steps should be 
taken to protect ourselves from 
these unwelcome visitors, not 
only for economic reasons, but — 
also for the health and well-being 
of both our family and the com- 
munity. Assistance and further 
information about this problem 
may be obtained from your local 
medical officer of health or the 
Environmental Sanitation Branch 
of the Department of Health.

COLD WEATHER KILLER 

“Found dead behind the wheel of his car”. , . How 
many times these or similar words appear in the press 
during the cold weather months calling attention to the 
needless expenditure of another human life! The On- 
tario Motor League reminds us in an item captioned “In- 
visible Killer” that “now cold weather isn’t too far away, 
drivers should beware of warming up a car in a closed 
garage.” It goes on to caution: “Always open your garage 
doors before starting the engine of your car and do the 
warming up outside —In a closed garage, an idling auto- 
mobile can produce deadly carbon monoxide fumes ina 
hurry”. 

The warning might be carried a step further and con- 
fain a reconmmendation that motorists take the added 
precautions of having their exhaust systems thoroughly 
checked for leaks before cold weather driving begins and 
driving with at least a no-draft vent open to ensure an 
escape route for fumes which might build up from an 
undetected leak. 

Carbon monoxide fumes are indeed one of the most 
insidious of all killers in that they are odorless and their 
potential victim is virtually unaware of their presence un- 
til they are odorless and their potential victim is virtually 
unaware of their presence until their lethal attack is well 
underway. This is one motoring hazard in which pre- 
vention is of prime importance — its neglect very often 
means that there is no time to appply a remedy. 

Be on guard against this insidious cold weather killer 
by observing the simple precautions of maintaining a 
poor exhaust system in your motor vehicle and ensuring 
that there is an adequate circulation of fresh air within 
and without while it is in operation.

ROASTING TURKEYS 

Turkeys and chicken are 
year-round favorites that seem 
to have special appeal in the 
fall. At least part of the popu- 
larity of poultry . is 
due to the fact that 
you can buy a bird for roasting 
at any weight from 3 pounds 
to 30 pounds. 

No matter what size you 
choose, there are points to re- 
member when selecting a 
roasting pan for poultry. First, 
the pan should be shallow, ad- 
vise Food Experts at Macdon- 
ald Institute, Guelph.

Cheese, because it is made 
from milk, is an excellent 
source of calcium. A two-inch 
cube of Cheddar wil provide

Cheese contains high quality 
protein. One half cup of cot- 
» tage cheese contains the same 
amount of protein as one 
average serving of roast beef. 

As cheese requires little 
cooking, combine it with foods 
already cooked, or those re- 
quiring very short cooking. 
Cook all cheese dishes at a low 
temperature. 

Cheese should be cooked only 
to the point of melting, say 
food experts at Macdonald In- 
stitute, Guelph.

Lindsay Drive-In operator 
and former Ops councillor Bar- 
ney Rogers and Peter Bako- 
george, owner of The Embassy 
dance hall claimed today that 
they had been treated with “a 
disgusting lack of courtesy” by 
the reeve and members of 
Ops Council, and furthermore 
were being discriminated a- 
gainst with regard to business 
licenses, 

Mr, Rogers told ‘The Post”, 
that only 3 businesses out of 
a long list were forced to pay 
business license fees.

Mr. Rogers and 
Mr. Backogeorge attended the 
Monday afternoon council 
meeting of Ops Township and 
were told, after two hours wait- 
ing, that because one mem- 
ber was absent they would 
have to wait until four o'clock. 

After the other councillor 
arrived, the council dealt with 
a wide range of other matters. 
Mr, Rogers says that during 
discussion on township ac- 
counts one councillor re- 
marked: “I didn’t quite follow 
you, but I guess it’s all right”, 
and voted for the motion, Dur- 
ing this time another man 
came in regarding land pur- 
chase and was dealt with imme 
diately by the council. 

Both Mr. Rogers and Mr. 
Bakogeorge say they have 
spoken to the council before 
on this matter and were pro- 
mised it would be looked into, 
and that they would be notified 
of the decision. ‘We got no- 
where”, said Bakogeorge, “our 
appeals were completely ig- 
nored, they didn’t even record 
the appeals in the minutes.” 

Last October Mr. Rogers 
said he met with council who 
agreed that it wasn’t right that 
they should be discriminated 
against and decided to leave it

Paul speaks 
of the fact that by faith we re- 
ceive that “inner illumination 
of the spirit” because they 
have become to sense “how 
tremendous is the power that 
is available to those who be- 
lieve in God”. He said, “What 
I have to say about Japan is 
merely incidental as I try to 
elucidate the “inner illumin- 
ation of the spirit’. Impor- 
tant as what I learned about 
Japan, is what I learned about 
Canada while I was there. 

He spoke of the solitariness 
of the Japanese and of anyone 
who lives outside the gospel. 
He said that even in the theme 
of their movies one senses this 
loneliness. “You do not find 
in an arranged marriage the 
solidarity that we find in a 
Christian marriage. The liter- 
al translation of the word 
‘Wife’ in Japanese is “That 
thing in the back of the 
house”. A wife may be a very 
solitary person because she is 
under the domination of the 
mother-in-law. This is a tradi- 
tional thing that goes on from 
generation to generation. Mis- 
sionaries saw that the mother- 
in-law situation is the cause of 
most of their unhappiness.

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EDITORIALS... 


{T COULD HAPPEN HERE 

Scenes and reports of mob violence are not unusual 
jn these days of great unrest in many parts of the world, 
some of them relatively close to home. Generally speak- 
ing though, when we read of these things or view scenes 
of this nature on our t.y. screens, we tend to console 
ourselves with thoughts of “it couldn’t happen here”. 
Those who witnessed the “Donnybrook” on Kent St. 
late Saturday night and early Sunday morning probably 
felt less certain of it. 

Starting with an isolated bit of trouble-making the 
affair quickly took on all the aspects of a mob scene, 
shuttling from one point of action to another and back 
again while police mingled with the crowd sorting out 
the real sore spots and trying to keep the thing from 
spreading. For a while it was touch and go with the risk 
of a real flareup being heightened when one of the crowd 
raced up behind an off-duty provincial policeman, slam- 
med his fist into the officer’s back, then ran away. The 
same officer was the target of another belligerent ap- 
proach when he returned to the scene after summoning 
assistance. 

The unrest which accompanied the incident took 
quite a Jong while to subside and people hung around 
the scene long after the suspected ringleaders were ar- 
rested and taken out of circulation. It was not until police 
visited the scene again that final dispersal of the crowd 
was effected. 

One of the surprising features of the incident was 
the apparent lack of respect for the law on the part of 
some of those involved. Instead of respect, it might be 
termed an attitude of downright belligerency, one which 
virtually challenged the right of police to interfere. This, 
of course, is an unhealthy state of affairs and one which 
cannot be tolerated. We have got to have, and maintain, 
a respect for law and order and those who are engaged to 
enforce the law require the support of the public if they 
are to do an effective job. 

The weekend incident could have been a lot worse — 
left unchallenged, future incidents of this type would be 
worse to cope with and this is why it is so important that 
street brawling and other action of a riotous or mob-like 
nature must be effectively dealt with. 


“ROLLING STOCK” 
Canadians probably have a greater per capita invest- 
ment in “rolling stock” than people in any other country 
in the world barring, perhaps United States. 
Most of us have been conscious of the steadily in- 
creasingly number of motor vehicles on our highways and 
wondered vaguely “where it was all going to end’. It 
has remained for the Canadian Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce to make us acutely aware of the phenomenal 
growth in the automotive in dustry and its role in the na- 
tional economy. The data is contained in its “Facts and 
Figures” 1963 edition which proclaims, among other 
things, that “Canadians bought over half a million new 
cars in 1962 — a record 502,565. units. 
According to FACTS AND FIGURES, “there is an 
average of one car per household and 3.2 persons per ve- 
hicle in Canada. This compares with a density of approxi- 
mately 2.4 vehicles per person in the United States and 
6.6 in the United Kingdom. 
“Motor yehicles provided governments with an esti- 
mated $665 million in revenue in 1962, which represents 
21.2% of the total net general revenue of the provinces. 
Of the total motor vehicle revenue in Canada in 1962, 
15% was derived from motor fuel taxes and 6.2% 
from registration fees.” 
Other interesting facts and figures in this informa- 
tive booklet about the Canadian automotive industry in 
1962 include: 
* Total production of passenger cars and commercial 
vehicles amounted 508,780 units — an increase of 
117 883 units over 1961. 

* The average hourly earnings by wage-earners in 
{=> =o'nr yehicle manufacturing industry amount- 
to $2.47. 

* Retail sales of passenger cars, trucks and buses 

totalled $1,782,916.000, 

* There were 21,027 convertible cars produced in 

(-nada in 1962 — an increase of 10,501 units over 
1961, 

* There were more than 5,780,000 vehicles regis- 
tered in Canada in 1962, of which 4,536,000 pass- 
enger cars. 

C-nadians drove an estimated 47.5 billion miles 
during last year on a total of 467,106 miles of 
hishway, roads and streets. 

* Net sales of gasoline totalled 3,314,910,000 imperi- 

al gallons and net sales of diesel oil totalled 153,571 
imperial gallons. 

Well may we ask “Where is it all going to end?” But 
the end is not in sight and therefore no one, not even the 
automotive industry knows the answer to that one. 


CAMOUFLAGE BEING REMOVED 

The camouflage is gradually being removed from 
some of the favorite old vote-catching gimmicks. Now, 
instead of promising the people something and leading 
them to believe they will get if for nothing, governments 
seem to be at last coming to the point where they are 
offering the public something with a price tag attached 
to it. Of course the tag was always there but it was 
covered up with so much window dressing that many who 
got the goods really believed they had received something 
free from the government, often something which elect- 
ioneering politicians had promised them.

Latest development in this matter of removing the 
camouflage has to do with the proposed increase in old 
age pensions by ten dollars per month. The govern- 
ment has announced flatly that it will mean an extra one 
per cent, or from four to thirty dollars per year increase 
in personal income tax. This at least makes the public 
aware that these things do cost money and that there 1s 
only one place a government obtains money and that is 
from the taxpayer.

Canada has spent eight years and $7 million de- 
veloping an amphibious military vehicle called the Bob- 
cat, After all this time and effort there has been talk 
of scrapping the project and buying a similar U.S. vehicle. 
The reasons? Because the Amercian vehicle is said to be a 
little better and, what more, it’s cheaper. 

If these are the only reasons there are for scrapping 
the Bobcat then we have no reasons for scrapping it at 
all. 


There never was a military weapon or vehicle that 
was ever perfect in its murderous purpose. The Sten gun, 
the Bren gun, the Spitifire and even the Lee Enfield rifle 
all went through their various Mark Ones, Twos and 
Threes. The Bobcat can be improved too. 


And as for the US vehicle being cheaper ,this is im- 
possible, After we have spent $7 million of the Cana- 
dian taxpayers’ money, developing an industry — for 
that’s what a miltary vehcile is — it is nothing but in- 
sanity to say that an American vehicle is cheaper. 


The $7 million and the money that follows im pro- 
duction is money that will go to Canadian manufacturers, 
to keep Canadians from being unemployed, to allow more 
Canadians to pay taxes. 


To buy an American vehicle would kill a part of Ca- 
nada’s economy, help fatten the US purse and put more 
red ink in our balance of payments ledger. 

It would be cheaper only if the US government were 
to agree to allow Canada’s unemployed to share Ameri- 
can Social Security benefits.

BOOKLET TO HELP LAYMAN 
IDENTIFY METEORITES 

Canada’s farmers and other rural residents are be- 
ing asked to help clear up some of the mysteries of 
outer space. 

Valuable space clues come from meteorites, pieces of 
interplanetary material that plunge to earth. Scientists 
want all the help they can get in finding meteorites and 


and which, if dealt with, might make possible even higher 
pensions for those who really need them without increas- 
ing the tax burden. We refer to the fact that old age 
pensions continue to be paid to those who really haye no 
need of them at all. . . people with substantial pensions 
or income from other sources. True, it might be held 
by some of these people that they “paid for it and should 
get it” but what they would be forgetting is that if these 
pensions were only for those in need, those contributing 
would certainly not be called upon at this time to pay 
more. In fact, it might just be possible that they would 
find themselves in the position of having to pay less. 
DEPRESSED, DISTRESSED, OPPRESSED 

The words “depressed”, distressed” and “oppressed” 
are terms of designation we are hearing quite a lot about 
these days in relation to industrially under-developed 
municipalities. 

Applied at the local level during the recent Ontario 
election by Liberal Candidate S. C. Benson, who suggest- 
ed that Lindsay have itself declared a “depressed area”, 
the term was resented in some quarters. This resent- 
ment, it would appear in the light ot later and continuing 
developments, was due, to some extent at least, to a 
misunderstanding of the term’s intended application 
This same misinterpretation of what the terms “‘distress- 
ed”, “depressed” or “oppressed” meant when applied to 
municipalities has been the subject of considerable dis- 
cussion in the House of Commons as recently as this 
week. 

During these discussions, Canada’s Labor Minister 
Alan MacBachern objected strenuously to what he call- 
ed a “wrong emphasis” in suggesting municipalities re- 
ceiving special assistance to develop industrially were 
depressed. “They are really,” he said, ‘areas of future 
opportunity in view of special aid to industry to establish 


there.” Enlarging upon this, the labor minister went on — 


point out that “such areas were made eligible for special 
assistance because they failed to grow as rapidly as 
‘other areas”, 

What, we would ask, is wrong with any municipality 
availing itself of any opportunity to grow industrially if it 
feels it is not developing apace with other areas? 
stigma is there attached to being designated as an under- 
developed area, especially if it means more industry and 
more opportunity for people to find employment? To 
put it an other way: Can any community which is under- 
developed industrially afford to leave unturned any 
stone which might hide beneath it the key to industrial 
growth? 

No doubt there will be some resentment in areas of 
high industrial concentration which are reluctant to see 
incentives given to encourage less fortunate centres to 
expand industrially but this would be of selfish motiva- 
tion and show a total lack of interest for the welfare of 
other communities, yes, even of the nation as a whole. 

Before condemning the application and acceptance 
of industrial incentives, we believe the industrial com- 
missioners of all centres in which industrial development 
shows signs of lagging, should undertake first to investi- 
gate the matter fully, In Lindsay’s case we may be saying 
“no” when we should be saying “yes” ... Other towns 
and cities have said “‘yes’’ with beneficial results. 

One more point, lest there be another area of mis- 
understanding. This is not a matter for political pre- 
judice. Aid to industrially underdeveloped areas was in 
existence under Conservative administration and is con- 
tinuing under the present Liberal government,

are willing to pay for them. The Geological Survey of 
Canada will pay upwards of $100 for a meteorite. 

Because they live for the most part in sparsely 
settled areas and devote much of their time to working on 
the land, it is felt farmers are among the most likely per- 
ons to come across a meteorite. One Canadian farmer 
found a meteorite virtually in his own backyard. It had 
been used for years to prop open the barn door. 

To help the farmer and his neighbor identify meteor- 
ites, the National Research Council Associate Committee 
on Meteorites has had published an eight-page. illustrat- 
ed booklet describing the origin of meteorites and how to 
identify them. 

Prepared by the Geological Survey of Canada, a 
pranch of the Department of Mines and Technical Sur- 
veys, the booklet is printed in both Franch and English 
and in non-scientific language describes the appearance 
and characteristics of meteorites. Photographs show the 
three types of meteorites and rocks or other objects com- 
monly mistaken for meteorites. Copies are avaliable free 
from the Geological Survey of Canada, Ottawa. 

By studying meteorites, scientists may determine, for 
example, whether the radiation level in parts of the solar 
system is so high as to mean certain death to the space 
traveller. From meteorites come information about the 
age of the solar system; meteorite studies may also: help 
solve space-vehicle re-entry problems. 

Persons finding what they believe are meteorites 
are being urged to get in touch immediately with the As- 
sociate Committee on Meteorites of the National Re- 
search Council, Ottawa. Specimens may be sent to the 
Geological Survey of Canada or the nearest university 
for identification. 

The size of meteorites varies greatly. They may be no 
larger than a pin head, or a mass weighing several tons 
In Canada, Alberta and Ontario have yielded the great- 
est number of meteorites, although they have been found 
in most parts of the country. 

Largest Canadian meteorite, weighing 386 pounds 
was found in 1869 near Iron Creek, Alta. about 70 miles 
east of Edmonton. The second largest, weighing 370 pounds 
was found in 1854 near Madoc, Ont., about 30 miles north 
of Belleville. — Dept. of Mines, Canada.

After several preliminary thrusts. which the boy 
parried with admirable dexterity, I was forced to ask 
him outright why he had elected to become a mill work- 
er, 

“T have told Dod more than once, but I don’t really 
mind going over it again”, the boy said. “Of course, I 
could give you the old ‘blessed are the horny hands of 
toil’ and all that rot. but I won’t. You see. I really would 
like to be a doctor, but I got to figuring: Take the years 
required to qualify, plus the chance that I would not be 
successful; add the extra taxes involved if I did reach 
the high-income-bracket level, mix well with the fact 
that doctors will most likely be working for the govern- 
ment in a few years, and you arrive at the some con- 
clusion I did.” 

_ The boy seemed to be beyond reach, but his father 
would not conceded defeat. 

“J tell you, Dad, I have the most security anyone can 
have, outside of jail, right where I am”, the boy said at 
last. “In three years I will be earning about seventy- 
five hundred a year. If Iam off for lack of work, we have 
the guaranteed annual wage. Should I get sick, we have 
insurance paid by the company. I cannot be forced to 
work any faster than I choose to work: the union won't 
allow it. You just can’t beat a deal like that.” 

“Suppose the company goes out of business?” I asked, 
thinking I saw a weak place in the boy's defense. 

“No problem”, he shot back. “In a case like that, 
the government will declare this a disaser area and feed 
us, or both”. Then as an afterthought, he added, “Boy, 
Uncle Sugar really is a cube. If he wants people to go 
to school so bad, why does he keep working so hard to 
hake the educated and the uneducated equal?” 

In the face of such logic., I can only add that the veice 
of this nation’s plea for better education appears to be 
drowned by the greated sound of opposing action.

Golfers seem 
to prefer this waterproof yet 
breathing material — it is cool 
and comfortable. 

BETTER THAN 5% PERCENT 

You may not realize it but 
better than five-and-one-half 
per cent of all fires start out in 
someone's kitchen. It might be 
a good idea to check your kit- 
chen for fire hazards and avail- 
able extinguishers. 

First for prevention — the 
range should have adequate 
clearance from woodwork and 
other combustible material — 
it must be kept clean — always 
stay in the kitchen when cook- 
ing fat foods. Now for 
putting a fire out. Never, never 
use water. It has a lower boil- 
ing point than fat so it will 
make the fire spread and the 
fat splatter. 

One approved method, aside 
from using a commercial ex- 
tinguisher, is with baking soda. 
Just dump the soda fast — 
right on the base of the flames. 
It is a pure food product and 
Won't harm food. Just rinse 
off the soda and the food will 
be ready to serve.

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Early days of “The Academy” 
recalled with the advent 
of “Save the Academy” 


The advent of the “Save 
the Academy Theatre Foundat- 
» has stirred memories of 

theatre’s earlier days in 
the minds of long-time Lind- 
say residents. One of them — 
Ford W. Moynes — has the 
following recollections of its 
contributions to the town’s 
theatrical entertainment: 

Recognized by many as one 
of the best in the country, the 
Academy Theatre was at one 
time owned by the late Alex 
Ross, father of Dr. John Ross, 
Kent St., Lindsay. 

Early road shows included 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin”, “The 
Bonny Brier”, “East Lynne” 
and many others. 

A familiar and popular 
troupe was headed by the fam- 
ous Mark brothers—Joe, Tom, 
Alex, and Ernie — and in this 
connection, it is interesting to 
note that the late Jim Perrin, 
of Lindsay, married Arlie Mark 
one of the great lady actresses. 

“Guy Bros. minstrels made a 
yearly appearance and featur- 
ed their invasion by a big 
street parade with band and 
members of the troupe in long 
coats and silk toppers.. 

““The Man On The Box’ play- 
ed to a packed house and the 
big draw card was a former 
Ops township boy named Mee- 
han.” 

“The late Wilbert McWat- 
ters, a Lindsay boy, and Miss 
Newton, a Lindsay girl; also 
appeared at the Academy in 
their own road show.”

Two items of interest to deer 
hunters and firearms users are 
contained in the current ‘Week- 
ly Report” issued by the De- 
partment of Lands and Forests, 
Lindsay. ; 

Here they are: 

HUNTER SAFETY TRAINING 

“With the coming of the 
hunting season this fall, there 
will again be quite a few dis- 
appointed hunters who will 
wait until the last moment to 
approach the licence issuer, 
only to find that they must pre- 
sent some evidence of having 
previously held a licence, or 
failing this proof of successful 
completion of the Hunter 
Safety Training Course. 

“Anyone interested in hunt- 
ing who has not previously 
held a hunting licence or is a 
beginner is required to take 
and successfully complete the 
Hunter Safety Training Course 
This is a course offered by a 
group of volunteer instructors 
in co-operation with the De- 
partment of Lands and Forests, 
and offers each student a basic 
knowledge of safe and proper 
gun handling. 

“The primary aim is, of 
course, to reduce the great 
number of hunting accidents. 

“A student upon completion 
of the course is required to 
pass a written and an oral ex- 
amination and to demonstrate 
in a practical way the safe 
handling of a firearm in a 
variety of situations. 

“Tf successful he is then is- 
sued a “blue card” in two parts 
one of which he may retain and 
the other to be presented to the 
licence issuer. 

‘Persons 1 years and older 
may apply to receive instruc- 
tion by simply contacting the 
Department of Lands and For- 
ests, or the certified instructor 
in their area. 

“A license may only be is- 
sued to 15 year old applicants 
however, upon submission 
with his card a consent by (a) 
both ‘parents where he resides 
with them, (b) in all other 
cases by his parent or guardian, 

“For those living in the vi- 
cinity of the town of Lindsay 
a course is scheduled to get 
underway shortly. 

“Further information. may 
be obtained by contacting the 
department.” 


GOT A PLACE 
TO HUNT DEER? 

‘Deer hunters who have 
not been fortunate enough to 
secure a hunting site yet are 
invited to consider the oppor- 
tunities presented by the regu- 
lated deer hunting scheme in 
Clyde and Bruton Townships 
of Haliburton County. 

“The two townships which 
were added to Algonquin Park 
in the spring of 1961 have 
proven to be extremely popu- 
lar with deer hunters who have 
taken advantage of the special 
conditions of the regulated

‘Clyde and Bruton Town- 
ships are in the middle of On- 
tario’s southern deer range, 
and the deer population is such 
that reasonable hunter success 
is assured. In 1961 hunter suc- 
cess was 33.7%, but in 1962 
this had increased to 35.8%. 

“At the same time the num- 
bers of hunters and camp li- 
cences increased from 418 
hunters and 50 camps in 1961 
to 534 hunters and 73 camps 
in 1962. Indications are that 
there will be approximately 
twenty campsites available for 
deer huntiers lackng a place 
to hunt. These sites will be 
offered on a first come, first 
served basis on Monday, Octo- 
ber 7, at 10.30 am, (B®.DiT) 
at the Department -of Lands 
and Forests office in the Pro- 
vincial Government Building, 
322 Kent St. West, Lindsay: 

“For the  unintiated- we 
should add that Clyde and 
Bruton Townships are located 
in the north-east corner of 
Haliburton County, about 20 
miles north-east of Haliburton 
Village, 25 miles north-west 
of Bancroft and 5 miles south 
of Whitney. The fee for a re- 
gulated hunt camp licence is 
$20.00, and restrictions will be 
placed on camp size, (likely, 
maximum of twelve hunters). 

“Because these two town- 
ships are included in Algon- 
quin Provincial Park, special 
conditions will apply in the 
conduct of the hunt, e.g. type of 
camping equipment (tents, 
trailers, etc.), mandatory re- 
turn of hunt information, etc. 
Special maps showing available 
campsites will be on display 
at Minden, Haliburton, Good- 
erham and Apsley headquar- 
ters in the Lindsay Forest 
District, Bancroft headquar-

“We have no unemployed 
employables on relief here, but 
lack of provisions for Ontario 
hospital services to relief re- 
cipients is costing the taxpayer 
thousands of unnecessary dol- 
lars.” Welfare Officer Harry 
Peirce made this statement to 
“The Post” in an interview 
last week. 


Pursuing the subject of hos- 
pitalization Mr. Peirce said that 
at the present time, the com- 
mittee has suggested this be 
investigated and reviewed at 
the county level, which will in 
turn eliminate heavy hospital- 
ization costs to the taxpayer if 
all recipients can be insured. 

“Only one recipient would 
have to be hospitalized for a 
few days and the cost would 
more than pay the necessary 
yearly insurance premium for 
all recipients”. 

‘When you take the cost of 
a hospital bed at the present 
rates and cost of coverage for 
the average family for the OHA 
there is-quite a difference. 

“There has been consider- 
able discussion on the matter 
of late and we are hoping to 
come to some agreement in 
the near future. 

“T am also waiting to discuss 
with the county clerk and get 
a yearly report on the cost of 
recent hospitalization. for re- 
cipients and compare it to the 
cost of premiums. — 

“T think the public will be 
in for a shock.”

The Mascns moved in and on 
October 18th, 1907, the lodge 
room was dedicated by Most 
Wor. Bro, A. T. Freed, the 
Grand Master at that time.

The centenary of the lodge 
was observed on May 4th, 
1957 when close to 300 breth-

Bending over to make out 
a grocery list possibly saved 
the life of a Lorneville woman 
who told a court Friday she 
watched her uncle fire a rifle, 
and the bullet parted her hair.

chen window and cutting a 
groove through her hair. 


Mrs. Smith became quite dis- 
turbed as she continued her 
story of crawling across the 
room, and of phoning for help. 
She said that her uncle was 
informed of the incident but 
did not come over to see her. 

The following day, Sunday, 
after her husband had return- 
éd home from work, the police 
were called, said Mrs. Smith.

Comment: I can’t prescribe 
a treatment without knowing 
the reason or cause.

TIPS FROM A’READER 
ON CHRONIC ANXIETY 

It is one thing to sit behind 
a desk and tell a chronically 
anxious patient to keep her 
chin up and everything will be 
all right in time, It is quite 
another to be a sufferer your- 
self and give some tips on over 
coming chronic anxiety. Per- 
haps this letter will help some 
sorely troubled souls. 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Three 
years ago I had nervous ex- 
haustion followed by chronic 
anxiety. I found several things 
that did wonders for me. First 
of all, reading of other similar 
cases in your column gave me 
courage because I realized I 
wasn’t alone in the fight. 

I started out getting lots of 
rest always taking a nap in the 
afternoon. I began exercis- 
ing with a TV program. There 
were time I was so scared I 
couldn’t even get out of a chair. 
With a little prayer and these 
exercises I began to find a 
little confidence. 

T have always hated to cook, 
but I began to study nutrition 
to get my mind off myself. It 
is fun. I now eat nicely balanc- 


ed meals and this has helped, trouble is due to inflammation | out tobacco (as they are in 


too. I used to weigh 194 
pounds and am now down to 
186. I discovered that colas 
and coffee iritated my nerves 
and I cut them out. To get 
going in the morning I started 
taking a shower and rinsing 
off in cool water; it makes one 
feel wonderful. 

J used to take several nerve 
pills duing the day but I have 
found that a brisk walk in the 
evening helps take away the 
need for so many. I still have 
a few hills to climb, but I have 
faith that these can be con- 
quered too.

Some overactivity in 
the sympathetic nervous sys- 
tem causes these arteries to 
contract abnormally and the 
hands get white and cold and 
numb, The condition occurs) 
mostly in women (90 per cent) 
as compared with men). Al- 
though it is not a life-endan- 
gering disease it produces) 
much discomfort in cold wea- 
ther. 

Patients with the condition 
should protect their extremi- 
ties with specially lined gloves 
and overshoes. If it is pro- 
nounced, they are better off 
moving to a sunny and warm 
clime. In some cases female 
hormones help; in others, al- 
cohol. For a time, at least, 
the use of vacodilator drugs (to 
open the small blood vessels) 
works well.

NATIONAL PARKINSON 
FOUNDATION — A 
DREAM COME TRUE 

Dear Dr. Steinerohn: Why is 
the Parkinson patient the for- 
gotten man? Mrs. T. 

Comment: How true — until 
about a year ago! But no longer 
is he forgotten and destined to 
suffer for many years with- 
out hope of special study and 
relief — not since a nightmare 
turned into a dream for Mrs. 
Jeanne Levey, founder of the 
National Parkinson Foudation. 
Its purpose is make a concer- 
ted, scientific attack on this 
disease so long neglected. 

About 15 years ago Mrs. Le- 
vey’s husband began to have 
the symptoms of Parkinson’s. 
After repeated frustrations 
over the years in seeking aid 
and not finding it, she deter- 
mined to organize on a nation- 
al scale. 


PUT HOPE TO WORK 

Ask Bob Hope about Mrs. 
Levey. Although she is over 70, 
when you see her and listen to 
her enthusiastic plans she is ac- 
tually no more than 39. He 
may tell you (she won't tell 
me) how she got him to fly 
to Miami for fund-raising din- 


ners in the past few years 
which netted the foundation 
about $150,000. Florida con- 
gressmen have gone all out for 
her project. 

To date the government has 
come through with almost 
$450,000 in grants (to be 
matched by private contribu- 
tions). By the time you read 
this, ground will have been 
broken for the construction of 
a 100-bed Parkinson in-patient 
facility in Miami, first of its 
kind anywhere. 

Meanwhile, in a structure al- 
ready outgrown, doctors, nur- 
es and attendants have — dur- 
ing the past year — given over 
16,000 patients treatment. 
And these patients come from 
all over the United States 

Why shouldn’t they? Itis an 
institution devoted exclusive- 
ly to the study, diagnosis and 
care of these patients. The 
day is long past when these un- 
fortunate people will be al- 
lowed to become helpless and 
deteriorate like vegetables for- 
gotten on a shelf. 

Most people are aware that 
there is such a’ disease as Par- 
kinson’s. First described in 
England by Dr. James Parkin- 


son in 1817, it has been called 
such names as the “shaking 
palsy” and ‘paralysis agitans’’. 
These are unfortunate descrip- 
tions of the disease because, 
contrary to popular opinion, 
no paralysis is involved. 
SYMPTOMS UNPLEASANT 

Due to some unknown cause 
in one of the large ganglia at 
the base of the brain (inflam- 
mation, degeneration or chemi- 
cal attack) the patient has 
some, or many of the follow- 
ing symptoms: tremor, rigidity 
of muscles, fixed facial expre- 
ssion, shuffling gait, speech 
disturbances, slowness of 
movement, faulty body bal- 
ance, excess drooling and rest- 
lessness. 

Usually the patient, in spite 
of his handicaps, is aware of 
his environment and relation- 
ships with others. Approxi- 
mately 1,500,000 patients suf- 
fer from Parkinson’s in this 
country. Although the disease 
is incurable, we can do much to 
prolong life and make patients 
comfortable. 

I receive many letters from 
family members of patiens 
who are afflicted with Parkin- 
son’s. Where to go? What to

CAUSES OF NEURITIS 
ARE MANY AND VARIED 

It is not unusual for people 
who have neuritic pains to say 
that they caught a cold in their 
nerve, or “strained” a nerve 
by physical exertion, Neur- 
itis, like many other terms in 
medicine, often becomes what 
I call a waste-basket term: all 
kind of aches and pains are 
dumped into it, 

For example, consider Mrs. 
D. who has been having pains 
in her leg. She wonders what 
causes it: 

Q. I’ve had this pain down 
my legs for month. Could I 
have caught cold in the nerve? 

A: First, it’s important to 
make the diagnosis of neuritis, 
Mrs. D. But let’s suppose it's 
realy neuritis. There are many 
more causes for inflammation 
of a nerve than most people 
realize. 

Q. What might be the cause 
in my case?? 

A: Frankly, I don’t know 
yet. But let me give you some 
examples, which will give you 
an idea of the differential 
diagnosis invlolved. For ex- 
ample, neuritis may be caused

EDITORIAL .. 


THE DECORATIVE LIGHT PROBLEM 

Lindsay’s council devoted some attention at this week's 
committee meeting to the decorative light problem which 
has been causing concern to the council, chamber of 
commerce and hydro commission, Upshot of the discuss- 
ion was a decision to give the matter further study which 
may or may not come up with a solution, and if it doesn’t 
chances are the town may go out of the decorative light- 
ing business which has proven unexpectedly expensive 
— about $1,500 a year in maintenance and power costs. 

It has been apparent from the outset that the per- 
formance of the system has been unsatisfactory in terms 
of the lifespan of the bulbs used. Replacements have 
been an almost constant basis ever since the lights 
were erected, a fact which has proven most annoying to 
those who purchased the system in good faith and those 
who undertook to maintain it in good order. However, 
merely pointing the finger, first in one direction and then 
another, is unlikely to resolve the situation and, since 
there is usually a cause for such things, the thing to do 
is to ferret it out. This shouldn’t prove to be an unattain- 
able goal for those with a good working knowledge of 
electrical hookups of this kind. There must be scores of 
other towns employing this type of lighting and surely 
some of them must have encountered and overcome pro- 
blems similar to those Lindsay is meeting with. Why 
not take the matter to the experts in this field and let 
them make some suggestions?

SAFEGUARDING DEMOCRACY 

The Canadian Catholic Hierachy issued a Labor Day 
message on September 2, 1963, entitled “Public Authori- 
ties and Intermediate Organizations”. By “intermediate 
bodies’ the authors of the message mean “the various 
associations, organizations, and institutions established 
independently of government initiative”. Obviously 
Boards of Trade and Chambers of Commerce come with- 
in this definition and therefore the message has particular 
significance and meaning to those within the Chamber 
of Commerce movement, 

The message stresses the importance of close and 
harmonious collaboration between public authorities on 
the one hand and such “intermediate bodies” on the 
other, and the following paragraphs merit careful con- 
sideration: 

“Tn a country in such total evolution as ours, when 
50 many plans, programs and reforms are being drawn 
up at the same time in all sectors and at all levels, muni- 
cipal, provincial and federal,it becomes imperative to 
unite all the energies, talents, and goodwill available 
for this extensive task. 

“Tt is important, moreover that all who are involved 
both governed and governing, share, discuss, and ap- 
prove studies, decisions and actions that can have far- 
reaching consequences. Any action that is only one- 
sided, though taken by government with the best of in- 
tentions, runs the risk, in the long run, of discouraging 
the free flow of public opinion and suggestion, and of 
snuffling out the citizen’s sense of responsibilty and in- 
itiative, so indispensable to the general well-being of so- 
ciety. 

‘In a political system, the spirit of democracy is 
not manifested only in the rights of citizens to vote freely, 
and from time to time, but also in the effort of the 
elected representatives to exercise their mandate in close 
and continuous collaboration with their electors. 

“In the modern State, the intermediate bodies have 
become, for all practical purposes, the principal and most 
reliable means of expression at the disposal of the public; 
therefore they should be heard ‘and respected as such. 

“The voice of the isolated voter makes little im- 
pression in our day. Only intermediate bodies assum- 
ing all their responsibiilties can save our country from 
the horrors of arbitrary action or that political tyranny 
which other so-called democratic countries have sadly 
experienced. It is only by working together, and not 
by opposing each other, that our civic authorities and 
intermediate bodies can keep up a truly democratic sy- 
stem of government.” — C of C News Letter.

Want to get yourself a 
pheasant? If you do... you 
never had a better chance 
than now. 

Starting today, (October 
16th) and going through until 
November the 30th there is 
an organized pheasant shoot 
taking place at Sibbald Point 
Provincial Park, five miles east 
of Sutton just off Highway 48. 
Turn north on the Egypt side 
road, go up about half a mile 
and you're at the entrance to 
the Park. 

The shoot is restricted to 25 
hunters per day, on a first 
come, first served basis. Bring 
five bucks with you and you're 
in business — if you get there 
early enough. For this, you are 
allowed three birds, per day, 
any sex. The shoot is from 
Monday through to Saturday— 
no action on Sundays. 

So, if you want a good day’s 
controlled shooting, grab your 
guns and five bucks and head 
for the park. 


A drive through the park is 
well worth the trip even if you 
have no intention of Hunting. 
This park, located on the 
south end of Lake Simcoe is 
the last word for campers and 
picnickers. The double en- 
trance is beautifully land- 
scaped with huge stone gate 
entrances. Most of the roads 
throughout the park are fully 
paved — those in the outlying 
sections are well-gravelled. 


The public has the use of 
495 acres of well-conditioned 
park land in which to camp, 
ete. There are lots of camp 
spaces — trailer sites and 
grade “A” drinking water 
available. 

For the public visitors there 
are also flush toilets, fire- 
places, already split and piled 
and picnic tables. Home was 
never like this. What you can’t 
get is trailer sewerage, trailer- 
electric outlets or boats for 
hire. 

There is also available 
launch ramps, swimming and 
fishing. The park is also pa- 
trolled and supervised. : 
Further facilities include mu- 
seum, picnic shelter (if it 
rains) booth and store — 
change houses for the swim- 
mers--boat excursions can be 
arranged and Indian handi- 
crafts are on sale. The Indian 
House is interesting and edu- 
cational. 

A visit to this park is quite 
an eye-opener.

In sharing 

his impressions of Japan said 

that he was a co-minister with 
two Japanese pastors of two 
congregations on the Northern 

Island of Hokkaido, One was 

the son of a Shinto Priest but 

since becoming a Christian, 
he is a great antagonist to all 
that Shintoism stands for. 

The other minister is an older 

man in his fifties who came in- 
i to the United Church of Japan 

from the Holiness Movement. 

He noted that the Japanese are 

a very lonely people. Mission- 

aries say that most of their un- 

happiness come through the 
mother-in-law situation. Mar- 
riages are arranged by the 
parents and it is the custom 
for the new wife to be the ser- 
vant in the home under the 
domination of the mother-in- 
law who lives in the home of 
the eldest son when he mar- 
ries. The word “Wife” trans- 
lated into Japanese means,

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NOW THAT THANKSGIVING IS OVER... 

Now that Thanksgiving is over, people in Lindsay 
have something else to look forward to . . . nominations 
and elections at the municipal level, that is if they can 
whip up enough energy to get enthusiastic about another 
election after having already come through a federal 
and provincial campaign within the year. 

A question or two on the ballot always adds interest 
to any election and there are indications that the question 
of a two-year term for council may be placed before the 
people this year. Generally a controversial issue, it is 
not new to the electorate, having been voted on several 
times before. 

Personalities, of course, usually make the election, 
with the greatest interest centering around who will seek 
the top office in council — mayor, reeve and deputy- 
reeve. There are indications that Mayor Joseph Holtom 
will be in the running again this year despite earlier 
predictions that his health would rule this out. He now 
seems to have fully recovered from a chest ailment which 


twice hospitalized him this year and he has intimated © 


that he will probably seek re-election. Mayor Holtom is 
known to be partial to the two-year term of office for 
council and may choose this year to seek public support on 
this issue. As a matter of passing interest, endorsement 
on the two-year term for council wouldn’t have any ef- 
fect on the term of office for members elected this year 

_ It wouldn't come into effect until a year after it was 
approved. 

What of the opposition to the mayoralty and other 
offices on council, Mrs. Doris Acheson’s name has 
been mentioned as a potential mayoralty candidate again 
this year but so far she has not indicated her plans in this 
respect. Reeve Lloyd Found is regarded as having 
mayoralty aspirations but observers doubt if he would 
oppose Mayor Holtom. To this moment no new names 
have been put forward for either the top offices or regular 
seats on council. However, since nominations are now 
only a few weeks off, we may expect to hear more about 

“municipal politics almost daily now. 

On the subject of issues in the forthcoming election, 
apart from the possibility of a vote on the two-year term 
question, there are some factors in municipal life which 
may become election taking points. Some of these have 
to do with the proposed’ new official town plan. It was 
evident at the two public hearings held to consider this 
matter that there was dissatisfaction with some of its con- 
tents, principally in the matter of zoning. Council can- 
didates may be placed in the position of having to take a 
stand on matters related to the plan. Then there is the 
Academy Theatre Foundation’s proposal to have the 
town assume title to the theatre. This could develop 
into an issue depending, of course, on the findings of 
the special committee appointed by council to study the 
takeover of title proposal. 

In the meantime, in the words of a patient philoso- 
pher: “We shall see what we shall see“. Speculation 
oftimes comes to nought in the light of nomination night 
reality. 


SOME EXCELLENT POINTS RAISED 
CONCERNING PROPOSED NEW PLAN 

Some excellent points have been raised concerning 
the proposed new official plan for Lindsay during the 
two-night public hearing called to get ratepayers reaction 
to the draft plan. These points are such that the Lindsay 
Planning Board will be required to give further thought 
to the plan, possibly make some revisions, before it is 
submitted to Town Council for its approval prior to go- 
ing on for provincial certification. 

During the first evening’s discussions, the matter of 
owning land in an area to be zoned “industrial” was 
raised. The point was made that anyone owning land in 
an industrial zone would be prohibited from selling it for 
residential development but required to pay taxes on it 
pending its possible sale for industrial purposes. The 
contention advanced was that this was unfair to the prop- 
erty owner and that if the town wished to restrict an 
area wholly to industrial development, it should be prep- 
ared to buy the land. This belief drew some support 
from Councillor Russell Taylor who said he was sympa- 
thetic and wondered if some tax relief provision could not 
be made in instances where a person held property in an 
industrial zone and was subject to increased taxes by rea- 
son of forced improvements to service the site for indus- 
trial purposes. 

Wednesday evening, second sitting of the hearing, 
another point of specific interest to people owning prop- 
erty in the green strip designated for recreational pur- 
poses along the Scugog River was raised. It was to the 
effect that the new plan’s provisions gave the town a pre- 
ferential position in the future sale or development of 
such land in that it has first choice to buy if. This, it 
was suggested, placed the owner at a decided disadvan- 
tage because, should be choose to develop it and apply to 
have it re-zoned from green strip to residential, the town 
could offer to purchase at a lower than prevailing land 
value price. Then, if the owner rejected the town’s bid, 
he would be unlikely to get it re-zoned because the 
chances of a planning board (which is part of the muni- 
cipality) opposing the town were remote. It has been 

recommended that this clause be deleted entirely and 
the town placed on an equal footing with its citizens in 
the matter of privileges. 

Another issue which was unresolved and threatens 
to be a troublesome one, concerns the proposed zoning of 
a section of land on Angeline St, south below the first 
railway crossing as ‘light industrial”. Residents in the 
area asked for a definition of the term “light industrial” 
but none was forthcoming. Unrest in this quarter of the 
town stemmed from the granting of a permit to install a 
cement manufacturing plant in the area designated on the 
new plan as “‘light industrial”. However, J. McQuarrie, 
chairman of the official town committee and Town solici- 
tor Jos. L, Staples, told the strong representation of pro- 
testing Maple Crescent property owners that neither 
the Lindsay planning Board nor the Town Council had 
any legal right to refuse a permit for the plant because 
there was no official plan covering the area when appli- 
cation was made,

EDITORIALS.... 


The matter of “phasing” as related to residential de- 
velopment came in for protest on the grounds that by 
designating residential development in phases (phase one 
two, three, ete.) the plan was restricting residential growth 
to a specific area, thus erecting a barrier against those 
holding land in other areas phased for later deyelop- 
ment. 

These are just samples of some of the issues raised 
at the meetings and which will have to be given fur- 
ther consideration by the planning board. Frankly, we 
share planning board chairman John Hakins’ sentiments 
when he expressed pleasure at seeing evidence of rate- 
payers interest in this phase of the town’s development. 
As Dr. R.K. Hollows suggested at the previous meeting, 
human liberties are involved in the proposed plan and 
where this is the case there is naturally the risk of in- 
fringement and unless the people to be affected take 
an interest in the plan, they might very well find that 
their liberties had been infringed upon. 


THE FINGER POINTS 
IN ANOTHER DIRECTION 

The finger pointing to possible causes of lung can- 
cer has been pointed in another direction. For years di- 


rected unwaveringly toward cigarettes, it has shifted to 


car exhaust fumes, long suspect, but really never label- 
led until Toronto Works Commissioner Ross Clark and Air 
Pollution Director Harold Belyea took a public stand 
on the matter this week. 

Automobile exhaust fumes were termed the “dead- 
liest cause of air pollution and it was claimed that people 
who drive 12,000 miles or more per year are twice as like- 
ly to get lung cancer as those who seldom drive. Accord- 
ingly to Mr. Belyea, “the worst danger lies with invisible 
gases that are not completely burned in the engine. 
About five per cent of gasoline leaves the exhaust in a 
mixture containing sulphur dioxide, nitrogen oxides, 
hydrocarbons and carbon monoxide”. Mr. Clark noted 
that while “diesel fumes smell worse, they are not so 
dangerous”. 

According to the report, one factor blamed in lung 
cancer is benzophrine, produced by auto exhausts. 

The information doesn’t come as much more than 
confirmation of what many have suspected and which 


. lung cancer research has tended to bear out — that the 


disease is more prevalent in heavily populated areas 
where air pollution from all sources is greater. How- 
ever the revelation will give rise to further speculation 
among those who are concerned with the growing inci- 
dence of the disease. People will now begin to wonder more 
than ever if cigarets are as much to blame as a causative 
agent as they have been led to believe or if they 
are only one of a combination of factors which have served 
to inflict upon mankind a health hazard of paramount sig- 
nificance. 


In the matter of car exhaust fumes, if it has been 
established conclusively that man’s health is suffering 
by his exposure to his mechanzied way of life, control or 
elimination of the hazard will be expected of the industry, 
either by resorting to other fuels or finding other means 
of coping with the fumes. 


RIGHT OFF THE TOP... 
AND INTEREST-FREE MONEY 

Most of us who tote home a weekly pay check have 
noticed that the load has become increasingly lighter in 
recent years. That’s because the top of the pay load has 
been skimmed off before we hitch onto it and begin the 
homeward journey, Some of us, too, have occasionally 
been struck with the thought that this skimming-off pro- 
cess is economically unsound because in many instances 
what it amounts to is providing the government with in- 
terest-free money, long in advance of when it is legally 
due. This applies particularly to our income tax pay- 
ments (the' government has a really dandy thing going 
there in interest-free money) that is also applicable to 
other contributions which we make some of them invol- 
untarily. : 

“The Printed Word’, a contemporary which likes 
to explore these and related subjects, has concluded that 
among other things, we may run out of money for groc- 
eries if we keep on contributing towards those things 
which are deductible from the old pay check before it is 
passed along to the one who earned it. 

The following observations may interest readers: 

ENCROACHING ON GROCERY NEEDS 

“There used to be a saying that so-and-so was land 
poor. This meant that he had so much land from which 
he derives so little revenue that he had very little money 
left over for living expenses. 

“Today there are people who say they are insurance- 
poor, men and women who are buying so much life in- 
surance that after paying the premiums they are not able 
to live it up the way they would like. 

“Here is a list of pensions and insurances towards 
which most people must pay: 

Old-age pension 
Company pension 
Hospital insurance 
Group insurance 
Workmen’s compensation 
Unemployment insurance 

“The Canada Pension is a new proposal, espoused 
mainly by the Hon. Miss Judy LaMarsh. She says that 
anyone who attacks the Canada Penison Plan is a repre- 
sentative of the big interests, mainly insurance com- 
panies, trust companies and others who may have the ar- 
ministration of private pension plans. 

“Others who might look askance at the Canada Pen- 
sion Plan are people who are wisely, even though pain- 
fully and reluctantly trying to build for themselves 
and their estates an income for their later years. 

“Also looming up as a monthly expense to the ordin- 
ary citizen is a plan for insuring the payment for medical 
attention, of medicare for short. 

“Ontario, which is important in all financial matters 
relating to Canada has been discussing a pension plan 
that would enable a person who shifted from one job 
to another to take his pension rights with him,

SNOW ROBOT WILL THAW THINGS OUT 

A robot snow disperser which will wander about at 
will warming up ground has been invented by a Kent 
(U.K.) man, and is being developed by two firms. A fu- 
ture is seen for this machine for sports pitches as well as 
for agricultural uses. 

The inyentor, 37-year-old James Sheenan, of Belle- 
grove Road, Welling, has worked for four years on the 
machine. He says it is like a large van with a skirt at the 
bottom.

THE ONTARIO SCENE 
Retail sales in Ontario continued buoyant and slight- 
ly in excess of last year’s. Wholesale trade remained 
steady and normal for the season. Collections showed 
improvement but in some cases extended credit terms 
were sought. Steel production was very high and so far 
this year is about 16% thead of the comparable period 
During the “first eight months of this year 
330,500 passenger cars were manufactured, an. increase 
of 21.3% over the same period last year and 15% better 
than the previous eight-month record set in 1955. Retail 
sales of cars were high and poduction of 1964 madels 
commenced in mid-August. Manufacturing in general 
slowed down as a result of vacations and shutdowns but 
remained satisfactory. Unemployment was slightly high- 
er than at the end of August 1962. Preliminary estimates 
placed the 1963 tobacco crop at 160,000,000 pounds. 
—B of M Review. 


“ONE IN EVERY SEVEN” 

“One in every seven Ontario workers covered by the 
Compensation Act had an accident in 1962. There were 
26,104 compensation cases reported from 28,769 firms in 
the membership of the Industrial Accident Prevention 
Associations, Nearly 3,000 of the cases reported were 
women workers. A total of 56 fatal accidents occurred”. 

These were among statistics disclosed by R.G.D. 
Anderson, Toronto, General Manager of the Industrial 
Accident Prevention Associations, He was speaking in 
support of a province-wide safety campaign being con- 
ducted during October by manufacturing and industrial 
firms in Ontario, in co-operation with. the Industrial Acci- 
dent Prevention Associations. 

“As in past years the hands and fingers of workers 
comprised the part of the body most frequently in- 
volved in accidents”, Mr, Anderson said. “In 1962, such 
accident costs in the previous years. The sad thing is that 
back and spine were next in line totalling 4,147 compen- 
sation cases, The 1962 accident toll cost $20,253,578 to 
member firms of the Industrial Accident Prevention 
Associations.” 

“This was an increase of more than $1,000,000 over 
accident cocts in the previous year. The sad thing is that 
many of the accidents in 1962 could have been averted by 
the use of more care and caution and the use of prescribed 
safety equipment. That is why we are urging all work- 
ers, men and women alike, to be more safety conscious 
in October this year”. 

A study of 1962 industrial accidents reveals that the 
handling of materials caused nearly 29 per cent of all 
mishaps in industrial plans. Moving machinery account- 
ed for more than 13 per cent and slips and falls for 
another 12 per cent.

CARE OF COOKED POULTRY 
REQUIRES PROPER 
STORAGE 


Short and proper storage of 
cooked poultry will mean that 
you get “the most for your 
money”, say Home Economists 
at Macdonald Institute, 
Guelph. 

Here are a few guides. Al- 
ways put the cooked poultry 
into the refrigerator within 2 
hours of taking it from the 
oven. Plan to use the meat 
within 4 days, Remove the 
stuffing from the body and 
neck cavities, Wrap well and 


store separately from the 
meat. This reduces the chan- 
ces of spoilage. If most of the 
bird has been carved, remove 
the rest of the meat from the 
carcass and wrap tightly to 
store. (Be sure to make 
broth, using the bones, right 
away while the carcass has max 
imum flavor.) Refrigerate 
the gravy in a separate con- 
tainer as well. 

There are many recipes for 
using cooked poultry which 
have a condensed soup or 
creamed sauce base. The re- 
cipe below uses soy sauce, 
corn starch and consomme for 
the base. This recipe uses 
large pieces of meat, rather 
than chopped meat, to save the 
homemaker time. 

Turkey Casserole 
(6 servings) 

2 large onions, sliced and 
separated into rings; 3 table- 
spoons cooking oil; 6 large 
pieces of turkey or 12 smaller 
ones; % cup brown sugar, 
packed; 2 tablespoons corn- 
starch; ¥% teaspoon salt; 1 
tablespoon soy sauce; ¥2 cup 
orange or pineapple juice; 1 
cup canned consomme; 4% cup 
vinegar; 1 can green beans; 2 
cups canned tomatoes. 

Cook onion rings in cooking 
oil on very low heat until on- 
ions are soft. (About 5 min- 
utes). In a large greased cas- 
serole, layer onions and tur- 
key. In a saucepan, combine 
sugar, cornstarch, salt and soy 
sauce. Gradually stir in com- 
bined fruit juice, consomme 
and vinegar. Stir and cook 
until slightly thickened. Pour 
over turkey and onions. Add 
tomatoes and drained green 
beans. Cover and cook until 
thoroughly heated — about 10 
minutes.

This statement is contained 
in an objection lodged with the 
Lindsay Planning Board at a 
public hearing held Wednes- 
day night to receive opinions 
from ratepayers relative to the} 
proposed new official town 
plan. It was registered by 
Charles H. Brett, of 89 St. 
Paul Street, in respect of prop- 
erty owned by him. 


Speaking following a re- 
quest from his son, Frank, for 
clarification of his - position 


relative to a parcel of 
residential land partially 
contained in an area des- 


ignated green strip for future 
public ownership, Mr. Brett 
read a prepared statement in 
which he declared, quote: 
“My objection to the proposed 
planning is based on the fact 
that the entire property on 
which | live, in all | believe a- 
bout six or seven acres that | 
purchased as residential land, 
is now to be classified for fu- 
ture public ownership. It) 
therefore follows that the! 
value of my property is great-| 
ly diminished on the open 
market as its future use is re- 
stricted by the embargo placed 
on its use. 


“Whilst having every sym- 
pathy with the desire of the 
planning board to give the} 
public access to the river fron- 
tage, the area planned for pub- 
lice use exceeds the need for 
this purpose. Furthermore, 
as the residential area in this 
ward is limited by the amount 
of the industrial area already 
defined, it would seem extra- 
vagant to allocate such a large 
area for public use where the 
residential area is compara- 
tively restricted. 


“The desire to give access 
to the river is fully appreciated 
but there is no doubt that sat- 
isfactory arrangements could 
be made without the arbritary 
procedure of enforced devalu- 
ation. If the town wishes to 
acquire land it should be pur- 
chased, if it were available, at 
the market price. The prac- 
tice of acquiring land by first 
ensuring its devaluation would 
appear to be a serious en- 
croachment on the liberty of 
the subject and bordering on 
what is commonly called 
sharp practice.” 


J. McQuarrie, chairman of! 
the official plan committee,, 
speaking to this matter told 
the meeting that it was the 
aim to give effect to a long} 
range parks board plan to 
have the Scugog River’s banks 
ultimately become a green or 
recreational strip. He sug-, 
gested this was a “broad prin-

Barricades and hoardings 
now require special permit 


barricades and hoardings are 
employed. 


Substance of the bylaw is 
as follows; “A permit will be 
required from the building in- 
spector only for temporary oc- 
cupancy of a portion of a high- 
way or boulevard” 


“Hoarding shall be approv- 
ed by the department and a 
sketch of layout submitted. 

“The hoarding shall remain 
in place only while work is 
continuously proceeded with 
towards completion, and upon 
completion immediately re- 
moved.” 

“Period for the permits will 
be for 30 days only but may be 
renewed for another 30 days 
continuously.” 

“Fees will be charged as fol- 
lows: For-the first 30 days, 10c 
per square foot, then for the 
first permit renewal 20c, the 
second 50c, third $1.00, fourth 
$2.00 and any succeeding per- 
mit $4.00 per square foot”, 

“In event the hoardings are 
not removed on expiration of a 
permit, or upon notice from 
the building inspector, he may 
authorize their removal.” 

‘Contravention of any of the 
provisions of this bylaw will be 
constitute an offence and 
the offender is liable, on sum- 
mary conviction to a penalty 
of not less than $10 and not 
more than $100 for each of- 
fence.” 

The new bylaw will not ap- 
ply to public works construct. 
ed by the government or mun- 
icipal board, or to private 
utilities such as the Bell Tele- 


phone Co. or the Consumers’ 
Gas Co.

Would delete ‘‘green strip’’ clause, 
claims town in preferred position 


Deletion of a clause defin- 
ing rights and privileges in re- 
Jation to the proposed new of- 
ficial plan for Lindsay has 
been recommended by lawyer 
David Logan. The clause per- 
tains to the “green strip” bord- 
ering the Scugog River within 
the town limits which has been 
designated for future develop- 
ment for recreational purposes 
by the municipality, 

Representing a client own- 
ing property in an area north 
of George St. B. with the river 
as one boundary. Mr, Logan 
held that the provisions of the 
plan place the town in a pre- 
ferred position with regard to 
the future use or sale of the 
land. He told the second public 
meeting called to examine the 
proposed new plan that he felt 
the town should be placed on 
the same level as its citizens 
when it came to acquiring 
property. 

Citing the case at hand, Mr. 
Logan noted that if a person 
has private property within 
the green strip and wished to 
develop it as a residential area, 
cipality’s representatives to 
they could apply to the plan- 
ning board for permission to 
do so. However, he went on to 
point out, the problem is that 
the municipality, under the 

terms of the proposed plan, has 
first choice to buy the proper- 
fy and can offer a price which 
is not a fair price in relation to 
land values. This, he declared, 
could result in a _ situation 
wherein the person owning the 
land could, by refusing to sell 
to the town, find themselves 
carrying their appeal for per- 
{ mission to develop to the 


people to whom they had re-| 


fused to sel] — the municipal- 
ity. 

Mr. Logan furthur explain- 
ed that this would be virtually 
the case because the request 
for permission to develop 
would have to be made to the 


planning board, members of 
which were appointed by the 


| municipality. Thus having re- 


| jected the municipality’s offer 
to purchase, the prospective 
developer would be placed in 
the position of asking the muni- 
rule against the municipality 
and in favor of the developer, 
|a decision which he considered 
would be highly improbable, 
Mr. Logan took the stand 
that if people are going to be 
affected in the adoptionof a 
affected in the adoption of a 
new official plan, all people 
(including town administrators) 
should be treated equally. No 
person, he submitted, should 


be placed in the position of 
of being forced to sell at a 
price the town might offer and 
which could be below prevail- 
ing market value. 

On the basis of this, he urg- 
ed that the clause giving spec- 
jal privilege to the municipality 
be deleted, leaving them with 
the same bargaining privileges

PATIENT RALLIES 
TO DEFENSE OF DOCTORS 
Dear Dr Steincrohn: I would 
like to come to the defense of 
the poor harassed doctor who 
gets knocked from» every side 
for not listening to the patients 
tale of woe. 

She (or he) comes in with a 
long story about how she feels 
and how she has suffered. She 
thinks she can diagnose her 
own case. She takes 20 to 30 
minutes of the doctor's time 
while the office is full of other 
patients, some of whom are 
much sicker than she. 

Some will even have to 
leave without seeing the doc- 
tor because he is only human 
and can do just so much. Why 
-not tell only the essential part 
and let the doctor diagnose the 
case, prescribe the remedy and 
get on to some other case, 

J don’t have much patience 
with people who get their 
feelings hurt because the doc- 
tor doesn’t have time to listen 
to all they wish to say. I am 
not a doctor nor a doctor's 
wife but I get pretty fed up 


I think a doctor should be 
kind and sympathetic but how 
about the patient being kind & 
understanding for a change? 
Can’t people understand that 
the doctor is just human and 


(would like a little understand- 


ing from his patients? He 
takes more time with some of 
them than I would, I assure you 
Doctor’s Friend. 

Comment: I would be un- 
grateful not to appreciate 
what you are trying to say in 
our defense, Doctor's Friend. 
There is much truth in what 
you. say. 

Unfortunately, not the whole 
truth. It is important for the 
patient to have his say; some 
doctors are too impatient to 


listen. As a result, many pa- 
tients leave frustrated and 
helpless. 
“DOPE!” 


Many patiens go from day 
to day feeling like martyrs be 
cause they refuse to take sleep- 
ing pills, even when prescrib- 
ed by the doctor. “It’s dope,” 
they say. “Not for me. I don’t 
want to get into the habit of 


with all this talk about a doc- 
tor not listening to his pa- 
tients. 


taking the stuff.” 
Ihave had to argue long and 
hard with some patients to take 


a sleeping pill, if only for a 
few nights, to break up a dan- 
gerous cycle of insomnia, Pro- 
tracted loss of sleep is often 
one of the first indications of 
a severe nervous collapse. 

Patients won't go wrong if 
they take these medicines only 
under the advice of their phy- 
sician. If he says yes, then | 
advise that you take if. You 
will get into trouble only if 
you bootleg the stuff. When 
the prescription has run out, 
don’t try to get it refilled with- 
out your doctor’s knowledge. 
You will never get into the ha- 
bit of taking sleeping pills if 
you follow this rule. 

Think of these pills as tem- 
porary crutches to get you 
over some rough spot in your 
life. Unless you are the type 
who overdoes in everything: 
oversmokes, overdrinks, over- 
works, etc. I doubt that you will 
ever be in the position when 
you can describe your reliance 
on sleep pills as a dope habit.

Depending upon 
this finding, he orders the nec- 
essary blood thinners. 


Q: What is their actual pur- 
pose? 

A: To try to deter further 
clotting in the blood. In this

Now, in theory this works 
fine. In many patients we are 
quite certain that the drug has 
prevented further trouble. 
However, in many it doesn’t

pending upon the patient him- 
self. How serious was his at- 
tack in the first place? Has he 
already had serious complica- 
tions? 

DANGER OF HEMORRHAGE 

If the attack was a mild one 
although it’s difficult some- 
times to tell which was mild 
and which was serious) the doc- 
tor may decide to give the 
blood thinners only during the 
patient’s stay in the hospital. 
As soon as he gets home he 
discontinues them. I haven't 
‘used blood thinners on all my 
coronary patients. There's al- 
ways the danger of hemor- 
rhage in using these drugs. 
The doctor has to be careful.

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EDITORIAL.. 


HARD TO BELIEVE 
BUT THAT’S WHAT THEY SAY... 

Visiting the scene of the fire which left several 
people homeless in Lindsay Monday night when a combin- 
ation business block and apartment house was exten- 
sively damaged something of a very surprising nature was 
learned . . . Hard as it is to believe, some of the people 
living in the third floor apartments reportedly didn’t 
know where the nearest fireescape was. 

It is extremely fortunate that no one lost their lives 
jn the fire as might well have been the case had it broken 
out a couple of hours later than it did. The fact that 
no one did, doesn’t lessen the need for citing the neces- 
sity for ensuring that apartment dwellers are fully fami- 
liar with available emergency exits. We go to great 
lengths to try to ensure maximum safety in other buildings 
where many people congregate and there is no reason 
why the same shouldn’t apply to people assuming occu- 
pancy of apartments. 

Another thing which strikes us as being somewhat 
out of keeping with the times is having to rely upon hu- 
man agencies to alert apartment dwellers to the presence 
of fire. Surely, in the light of modern developments, an 
adequate warning device could be installed at strategic 
points in any building of this type. We say this because 
sometimes it just isn’t possible for people outside to reach 
people on the inside because of smoke or the fire itself. In 
puildings of this type an easily accessible point of contact 
with all apartments (warning signal) shouldn’t be either 
impractical or economically prohibitive.

NEW DRIVER LICENCE SYSTEM 
REQUIRES CORRECT ADDRESS 
Is your correct address on your driver's licence? 
Right now the Department of Transport is preparing 
to send to you — by mail — the application form for 
your next driver's licence. It is a new type of form, 
with your name printed on it. 

“Under this new system, it is more important that 
ever that the Department have the right address for 
every driver”, said Hon. Irwin Haskett, Ontario Minister 
of Transport. “Any driver who has changed his address 
and has forgotten to advise the Department should do so 
immediately, to ensure that he receives his application 
form for his next licence.” 

By law, a driver is required to notify the Department 
of a change of address within six days. Special forms 
for this purpose are available at all licence issuing offices. 

The mailing of application forms will launch. On- 
tario’s new system of drivers’ licences. This will begin 
the transition to drivers’ licences that will be valid for 
three years, and will be renewable on each driver’s 
birth-date. —Ontario Dept. of Transport.

In 
addition to the main 
building there is a com- 
plete village set up as it used 
to be years past. There is a 
country store, school house, 
Blacksmith shop, Printing Of- 
fice, Lawyer’s and Doctor’s of- 
fice, Tavern and farm-house 
and barn with animals. Vari- 
ous crafts are practised and 
goods manufactured by cen- 
tury-old methods may be pur- 
chased in the shops. 

The geratest hoax of the 
19th century, the Cardiff Giant 
jis on display here and never 
ceases to amaze people who 
see him. 
| The Fenimore House, just 
north of Cooperstown houses 
one of the greatest collections 
of the art of American crafts- 
men and amateurs. The early 
leaders of the community are 
caught in portraits and in 
Browere’s life masks. Shown 
too, is the way of life of the 
now practically extinct New 
York Shakers, Almost one 
year of local history is shown 
through the eyes and lens of 
the local photographer, whose 
works have been made into a 
permanent exhibit.

RIGHT IN OUR OWN BACKYARD 

Sometimes in our pursuit of something we tend to 
overlook the obvious . . . often it’s right in our own back 
yard. 

On Saturday morning, while taking a quick junket 
around the expansive new Lindsay lagoon type sewage 
disposal system, we noticed another vehicle approaching 
and, desiring information relative to the system, waved 
it down thinking it would be bearing construction com- 
pany staff. Much to our surprise, it wasn’t but those in 
the car volunteered some information which should be 

of interest to all amateur naturalists and perhaps those 
interested in conservation projects. 

It developed that the men in the car were over from 
Peterborough on a bird-watching trip and had made a 
special jaunt out to the lagoons, having been advised by 
Gus Yaki (of Lindsay) they would be likely to be well re- 
warded for their effort. They said they had been and that 
the area was well populated or frequented by shore 
birds. It was their belief that Lindsay could easily find 
its lagoon system a popular place among bird watchers 
(of which there is an ever increasing number today) 
and probably could develop quite a bird sanctuary. They 
were somewhat concerned about the fencing of the 
lagoons, not from the standpoint of the fencing itself but 
for fear it would make access to good viewing vantage 
points out of bounds to them. 

We may have something right in our own back yard 
which wasn’t conceived when the order to proceed with 
the lagoon type sewage plant was issued . . . the making of 
a first rate bird sanctuary. Lindsay’s council may wish 
to take the Lindsay Naturalists Club into its confidence on 
this matter and develop it with that end in view. It is 
conceivable that it could prove to be quite an attraction. 

In closing, we might note for the benefit of those who 
suspect the treatment system of being hard on the sense 
of smell, nothing could be further from the truth. There 
isn’t any odour and the lagoons are actually attractive to 
look at. They'll be even more so when landscaping is 
completed. 


A REAL EYE-OPENER 

People attending the opening phase of the big three- 
day public auction at the former Canadian Arsenals Ltd. 
plant in Lindsay got a real eye-opener. If they went 
there expecting to find a broken down bunch of obsolete 
equipment, they were doomed to disappointment. Virtu- 
ally all of it was in excellent condition, some of it as good 
as new, and still more brand new except for the time 
lapse between the date of purchase and the date of the 
auction. 

We can all recall being told that such of the equip- 
ment in the plant was obsolescent and unsuitable for the 
needs of industry today but this would seem to apply only 
to the needs of a government-operated industry because 
private industrialists and machinery sales representatives 
didn’t appear to regard if as such. When it came to sell- 
ing heavy units such as automatic screw machines, lathes, 
presses and so forth, buyers snapped them up quickly at 
what they intimated afterwards were good prices. It was 


apparent from talking with some of the buyers that they — 


considered this auction a bonanza from the standpoint of 
equipment value and many were downright enthusiastic 
about purchases they were making. Obviously they saw 
uses for what they were buying because people seldom 
put as much as $17,000 into a piece of machinery if it is 
hopelessly obsolete .. . . scrap metal isn’t commanding 
that good a price. 

‘Another thing which impressed sale spectators was 
the fact that word of this sale had really got around. 
One man was in Texas on business when he learned of it 
and immediately left for Lindsay to attend. Others came 
from various parts of Canada and United States. 

Viewers of the equipment and observers of the eager- 
ness with which it was sought after at prices ranging up 
to 50 per cent of its orginal value, were left wondering 
. .. wondering why, if this equipment was in so much 
demand privately for adaption to industry of various 
types, it couldn’t have been put to other uses by the crown 
corporation. 

It was estimated that on the first day of the sale 
upwards of $150,000 worth of equipment, parts, furnish- 
ings, etc., were sold and those who considered themselves 
competent to assess the situation, were of the opinion 
that the arsenal’s purchasers would come out of the deal 
with a profit on the used equipment sale alone and the 
property would be a bonus. 

It was, as some of the plant’s former employees re- 
marked “sad to see’ a once humming centre of industry 
stilled and some of the finest machinery money could buy 
going on the block but there is little place for nostalgia 
or sentiment in such things. The future of the plant is 
now the town’s major concern, at least from the stand- 
point of its working force. In this respect there was a 

‘ ray of hope emanating from official quarters of the ar- 
senal’s new owners — a prospect of industry being 
found to occupy the premises. Probably not one industry 
for the whole plant but perhaps a collection of smaller 
industries. This hope came with the disclosure that the 
owners are in fouch with some interested prospective 
industries. This should not be interpreted to mean any 
immediate development is likely but it does at least tend 
to discredit reports that the plant itself would be con- 
verted to salvage. 

Those interested in industrial promotion for Lindsay 
are no doubt making themselves conspicuous by their 
presence at the auction which is being attended by many 
heads of industry as well as equipment dealers, They 
may come up with a few prospects’ themselves but even 
if they don’t, the fact that they were there and spreading 
the gospel could lead to other contacts. 


COMPULSORY RETIREMENTS 

Attention has again been focused on the subject of 
compulsory retirements, this time in Lindsay with the 
announced retirement of Col. R.I. Moore as police magis- 
trate. Resentment towards enforced retirement from 
any position, based primarily on the chronological factor 
and without regard to the individual's ability to continue 
to perform his duties efficiently, is natural. In the case

at hand, the retirement is in keeping with the Ontario 
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attorney-general’s departmental policy and, apart from 


slight extensions, apparently little can be done to pre- 
vent the operation of the automatic retirement and re- 
placement routine. 

Pre-determining the age a person shall lay down the 
“tools of his trade” has always seemed too mandatory to 
be fair and a strange deviation from the rights of the in- 
dividual to function as an individual. For example, 70, 
may be an ideal age for some people to retire and they 
may welcome it for a variety of reasons. It may be too 
young for others who find themselves vigorous and more 
interested in pursuing their careers than in accepting the 
relatively passive role of retirement. 

Retirement, it would seem, should be determined 
more on the merits of the individual case than on a 
blanket policy which may put valuable men out of service 
long before they either desire or should he retired. It 
takes a lot of living to gain a lot of experience and yet 
we persist in building artificial barriers against the utili- 
zation of experienced gained. 
greatest inconsistency of life’s many inconsistencies. 


VISION OBSCURED 

The recommendation of a coroner’s jury, enquiring 
into the death of a Reaboro boy, serves to focus attention 
on the need for brush control along our roads, parti- 
cularly at points where traffic converges on traffic—inter- 
sections, laneways and so forth. The jury has recommend- 
ed that brush and trees be more rigidly controlled along 
our highways. Whether or not the recommendation will 
be acted upon is another matter but there are numerous 
instances which could be cited where brush control is 
needed in the interests of public safety. That more seri- 
ous accidents do not occur at many of our rural inter- 
sections where brush obscures vision is attributable more 
to good luck and driver care than to good conditions. 
Projects such as brush control would probably qualify 
for assistance to the municipality under the federal- 


" provincial Winter Works Program and can be carried out 


equally as well in winter as at any other season. 
We have often thought that one of the unfortunate 
things about inquests is the fact that half a dozen men 
devote their time to trying to arrive at the cause of fatal 
accidents, bring in recommendations which might spare 
others a similar fate, and there it ends — no one does 
anything about it. Failure to act upon a jury’s sugges- 
tion for improving a hazardous condition defeats one of 
“the main purposes of holding an inquest. 
ASSESSMENT INCREASES 
The assessment increases in Fenelon Township which 
drew a protest meeting a few days age are no novelty in 
Victoria County — they have been in progress in other 
parts of the county for months, yes, several years.

While the assessment increase is part of a county 
and provincial-wide equalization program to distribute the 
property tax load as equitably as possible, it is seldom 
received with open arms inand area despite assurances 
that higher assessment doesn’t necessarily mean higher 
faxes. People have found that although the prospect of 
higher assessment bringing a lower mill rate (as it fre- 
quently does), and thus reduced taxes, this doesn’t al- 
ways work out. Some people are bound to have to pay 
more because their assessment increase more than off- 
sets any mill rate reduction. 

The aim of re-assessment, as has been noted, is to 
bring about an evener distribution of the tax load but there 
is only one sure way to get a genuine reduction in taxes 
— reduce demands for municipal services . . . cut munici- 
pal spending. The greater the demand for services, the 
greater the cost to the municipality and the more it is 
going to have to get from somewhere — generally the 
property owner — to meet the bills . . . It follows as the 
day follows the night. 

Perhaps if ratepayers would organize to explore the 
possibility of cutting municipal costs, they would get 
quicker, more tangible results than by simply protesting 
for the sake of protesting.

Can an “amendment to the amendment” reverse the 
intention of the amendment? May the chairman vote in 
favor of a motion on a tie vote? Is the treasurer per- 
mitted to make his own report? These are typical stump- 
ers faced by the chairman of thousands of meetings every 
year in Canada -- and are some of the questions discussed 
in a new booklet, “I¥ow to Conduct a Meeting”. 

Issued by the Tea Council of Canada, the 12-page 
booklet is based on extensive research into parliamentary 
procedure and draws upon such internationally accepted 
authorities as Bourinet, Robert, Frisby and Stanford. In- 
quiry previous to preparation of the text showed that a 
surprisingly small number of people involved in meet- 
ings were fully aware of the accepted rules of procedure 
and debate. 

Sections of the book deal with such topics as duties of 
the chairman, vice-chairman, secretary and treasurer; 
setting up the agenda, motions and voting procedures, 
notice of motion, privilege, appeal, minutes and formal- 
ity. The duties of the chairman is the most extensive 
section, and it is felt that a good chairman is the key to 
a good meeting. 

“The chairman”, it says in part, “must maintain his 
(or her) good humor . . . must demonstrate charity, hu- 
manity, amiability, friendship, consideration and tact, 
The chairman is the guide only . . .

A coroner’s jury last weeky

The five-man jury deliber- 
ated for more than an hour be- 
fore bringing in the verdict 
which recommended that 
brush and trees be more rigid- 
ly controlled on all highways. 


Investigating OPP Const. D. 
Reeds testified he had been 
called to the scene of the acci- 
dent around 9.30 am. the 
morning of August 30 and his 
investigation revealed that the 
driver of the car-Leroy Par- 
kin, of Reaboro-had applied 
his brakes and swerved for the 
ditch travelling nearly 100 feet 
before coming to rest. From 
further investigation it ap- 
peared that the boy, had accel- 
erated to try and get across the 
highway according to the skid 
marks. 


Vision from the laneway 
from which the boy emerged 
was restricted to within 17 feet 
from the pavement owing to 
trees and shrubs said the offi- 
cer. 


Mr. Parkin told the jury he 
had been on his way to Lind- 
say the morning of the’ inci- 
dent. “‘As I came over the 
rise of the hill near the Reed 
Janeway, and about four to 
five car lengths away, I saw 
some movement ahead in the 
laneway over the top of some 
bushes which partly obscured 
it” he recounted.

driven it back on the highway, 
and rushed back to find the 
boy lying unconscious on the 
road, 


Carmen Breuls, of Kincar- 
dine, testified he had been tra- 
velling behind Parkin at the 
time of the accident and had 
seen the lad come towards the 
road before being hit. 

“He did not look and seem-| 
ed to be always in motion” he 
said. He added that visibility 
at the time was very poor ow- 
ing to shrubbery near the lane- 
way. 

“There was no chance for 
Mr, Parkin to avoid hitting the 
boy”, he added. 

The boys father, Victor 
Reed, told the jury he had 
gone across the road to an- 
other field with his other son 
Carl and they had been wait- 
ing for Leonard to cross over 
fo join them.

A $65,000 campaign to raise 

funds for the purchases and 
renovation of the Academy 
Theatre gets underway on 
November 11th and will con- 
tinue for two weeks. 


Members of the Academy 
Theatre Foundation and oth- 
er interested citizens attend- 
ed a meeting at the Academy 
Theatre Thursday evening 
to hear a first-hand account 
of how the Stratford Shakes- 
pearean Festival project was 
developed. Kenneth V. Crone 
of Oshawa, who was a mem- 

B ber of the Stratford Festival's 
first board, spoke to the 30 
people who attended the 
meeting. 


Harlier Mr. Crone at a press 
conference explained how 
some of the experiences of 
Stratford could help Lindsay, 
and made a number of sug- 
gestions of how the founda- 
tion could go about its fund- 
raising. The Academy Thea- 
tre Foundation needs to 
raise $65,000 to get the pro- 
ject off the ground. The 
theatre itself will cost $17,- 
500 and the balance of this 
money will be used for a 
complete renovation of the 
theatre and the two adjoin- 
ing shops belonging to the 
property. The foundation 
as a long-term measure will 
also seek to endow the thea- 
tre with $100,000 to obtain 
the $5,000 a year in interest 
it is estimated the theatre 
will need. 


After the foundation has 
completed the purhcase of 
the theatre it proposed to 
deed it to the town and then 
leased back for one dollar a 
year, 


Academy Theatre Founda- 
tion spokesmen made it clear 
that they are primarily con- 
cerned in “saving the thea- 
tre’, they are not going into 
the theatre business. The 
renvoated building will pro- 
vide a reyenue or any organi- 
zation, service club, group or 
interested party to rent at a 
reasonable sum for the pur- 
pose of any meeting or ent- 
ertainment. Rey. Robert 
McLean for the Foundation 
said, “Lindsay has no satis- 

jy factory alternative to the Ac- 
ademy for productions, it is a 
magnificent theatre accous- 
tically.” 

Mr. Crone said that when 
the Stratford project started 
it received little support, par- 
ticularly from business, and 
he thinks Lindsay already 
have indicated better initial 
support than they had in 
Stratford.

There 
are bound to be changes in 
the years to come, Changes 
that will make for a better all 
round citizen and keep On- 
tario and Canada to the fore- 
front in the evolution of our 
society.

Sometime ago I published a 
letter here from a Mrs, X. who 
was greatly concerned about 
and angry at a neighbor who 
was always screaming at her 
children. You may be inter- 
ested in this letter received 
today: 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Per- 
haps Mrs. X. will be more tol- 
erant when she reads the 
other side of the story. Not 
too long ago in a nearby city 
a young mother of two killed 
herself and her two children. 
The neighbors said of her, 
“She kept to herself and she 
screamed at her children all 
the time”. 

The pitiful note left by the 
mother said: “=I am tired- 
tired of trying and failing 
tired of nobody caring”. 

Her neighbors didn’t follow 
up their awareness of her 
troubles with any friendly 
help. It would have been too 
much of a strain on their dig- 
nity, I suppose. It was easier 
@ to sit home and criticize until 

the tragedy happened. 


CARE ABOUT THE 
MOTHER TOO 

My comment to Mrs. X. is 
‘this: If you care about child- 
ren, care about the mother 
too. In your mind try to ima-

Not in- 
sanity, just poor breeding 
in control and language.

ACCIDENTS: WE

We ask for it, 
times we are unfortunate 
enough to get it. I speak of 
accidents. I came upon one at 
an intersection today a few 
minutes after it happened.

A START HAS BEEN MADE : 

Since we were among the first to complain about the 
Jack of parking accomodation in front of the new federal 
pbuilding at Lindsay, we should be among the first to note 
that a start has been made toward improving the situation. 
The boulevard on the west side of Cambride St. S., ad- 
jacent to the federal building lot has been removed and 
parking is somewhat more convenient and a trifle less 
hazardous traffic-wise. It is, however, far from satis- 
factory. 

A casual glance at the area immediately south of the 
pbuilding suggests that since there is a marked lack of 
“public” parking space, there is no earthly reason why so 
much land should be reserved for green space. A large 
chunk could be carved from this area to provide consider- 
able extra parking room without detracting from the ap- 
pearance of the building whatsoever. 

A start has been made, now let’s follow through 
and do a job of it. Available parking around the building 
for public use will be totally inadequate during peak 
periods, especially during the Christmas season.

Members of the 27th Ontario 
Legislature got down to the 
main business of their special 
first session this morning. | 

The Municipal Works Assis- 
tance Act — introduced by 
municipal Affairs Minister J. 
W. Spooner — is designed “to 
create additional employment 
by encouraging the municipal- 
ities to accelerate the construc- 
tion of capital work projects.” 

Spooner told the house the 
bill will authorize him to make 
necessary arrangements for 
borrowing money from the 
federal government’s munici- 
pal development and loan 
board. The province, in turn, 
will then loan the money to 
municipalities. 

A municipal project, to be 
eligible for a loan, must ex- 
pand or extend the municipal- 
ity’s program of capital works,

Mrs. C. Rowan speaks 


at Bethany 


Bethany’ (PNS) — The Beth- 
any W.I. met at the home of 
Mrs. Earl McQuaid. 

The program on historical 
research was in charge of Mrs. 
Thomas Jackson who gave 
comments on the evening’s 
motto “Our Yesterdays are 
the rocks on which we build 
our tomorrow's” relating it to 
the debts which we owe our 
pioneering ancestors. 

Mrs. Clarence Rowan gave 
an informative talk on “The 
History Of The Dominion of 
Canada” beginning with the 
first French settlers in 1629 
and the early government of 
the Company of One Hundred 
Associates which ended in 
1663. She said “at this time the 
system of Royal Government 
commences and lasted for 90 
years. ‘This Sovereign Coun- 
cil included the Governor, who 
was responsible for defence 
and negotiation with the In- 
dian tribes. The Itendant 
was responsible for trade and 
industry; the Bishop was inter- 
ested in the religious life of 
the colony, in the schools and 
hospital which were enter- 
prises of the Church and in 
the missions among the In- 
dians. Far seeing, courageous 
and devoted leadership was 
the secret of Royal Govern- 
ment’s success in its early 
years. Of the most noted lead- 
ers were Jean Talon, Francois 
de Laval and Count Frontenac. 

“English immigrants did 
not agree with the French sy- 
stem of government, but the 
English were a minority group 
until 1749 when the British 
took the first step by founding 
Halifax, N.S. England and 
France went to war in 1756 
beginning The Seven Years 
War which ended with the 
Peace of Paris Treaty in 
1763”. 


Mrs. Rowan discussed the 
coming of the United Empire 
Loyalists; the Constitutional 
Act of 1791 establishing Up- 
per and Lower Canada; the 
causes and consequences of 
the War of 1812; the increas- 
ing number of immigrants; 
the Fathers of Confederation 
and the joining of the pro- 
vinces to be known as The Do- 
minion of Canada on July 1, 
1867. 

The speaker continued with 
an explanation of the present 
democratic form of Govern- 
ment which is ruled by the 
people, listing the duties and 
responsibilities of those elect- 
ed to Dominion and Provincial 
Parliaments, City and county 
councils, municipal councils, 
school boards, etc., listing the 
names of the present represen- 
tatives. 

In conclusion, Mrs. Rowan 
said “To be a good citizen a 
Canadian must not only be 
obedient to the laws but must 
actively participate in the gov- 
ernment of the country by vot- 
ing intelligently and wisely 
and by knowing the work and 
methods of government. Laws 
shall be made and only by vot- 
ing intelligently can we Cana- 
dians meet the responsibilty 
which democratic government 
imposes.” ;

EDITORIALS.... 


THEY DON'T SEEM TO JIBE 

Every month, as regular as the months roll around, 
the statisticians at Ottawa give us a rundown on the pro- 
gress of the cost of living. Sometimes they say it’s up, 
sometimes down, with the former usually outsripping the 
latter. This bit of information is referred to as the cost 
of living index and is supposed to give consumers an ac- 
curate indication of whether it is costing more or less 
to live than it did the month or year before. More often 
than not the variation is only a fraction of a point, a 
factor which leaves many people wondering if the report 


is worth the paper it’s printed on, let alone the money ~ 


it probably cost to prepare it. - 

As an example of what we mean in this respect, the 
cost of living’ index has varied only fractionally within 
the past year while at the same time one of the items 
which go to make it up has almost doubled in price — 50 
pounds of sugar now cost within a few cents of what 100 
pounds cost a year ago. This being so, and since sugar 
is used in virtually every home and many food indus- 
tries In Canada, how can it be honestly stated that the 
cost of living has gone up only fractionally when the price 
of one item in Canadian diets has doubled in price with- 
out accompanying decreases in other foodstuff prices? 

Statisticians to the contrary, housewives, who gen- 
erally have a better idea of the cost of living than anyone 
else, seem pretty well agreed that living costs have 
shown substantial advances this year. Have you tried tell- 
ing one of them lately that it only cost a fraction more to 
live than it did a year ago? Our wizards with the cost 
of living index might arrive at some more accurate figures 
to juggle rf they made their findings in the average Cana- 
dian home — especially the kitchen. The figures they 
are using today just don’t seem to jibe with the ones Mr. 
and Mrs. Average Consumer are finding in their house- 
keeping bills. 

“OPEN SPACE” ZONING CLOSES 
THE DOOR TO PRIVATE MANAGEMENT 
OF PROPERTIES BORDERING RIVER 

There is an unfairness about a proposal to zone cer- 
tain properties bordering the Scugog River as “open 
space” on the proposed new official plan for Lindsay. In 
effect, it is tantamount to manipulating private land for 
municipal purposes because the owner is hamstrung, un- 
der the terms of “open space’ regulations, if he decides 
to improve or develop his property. 

Most people bought riverfront property because they 
wanted to live beside the river, not some place else. 
They wanted full access to the river and the privileges 
which attend any private land holding. The “open space” 
zoning of such private land places these people at a great 
disadvantage in that they are restricted in the future use 
of their land. 

Mayor Joseph Holtom, Chairman John Eakins and 
other members of Lindsay’s Planning Board, took the 
position during a discussion of this matter that if the town 
wishes to control this land, it should be prepared to buy 
it at the prevailing market price. This would not neces- 
sarily follow if the “open space” designation is applied 
because the town would be placed in the position of con- 
trolling the land’s use and could therefore exercise a 
preferred bargaining position to the owner’s disadvan- 
tage. 

Most of us favor riverfront development as park 
or recreation area, but it should be possible to acquire suf- 
ficient land in this area without infringing on private 
rights. We feel that most members of the planning board 
would, if they found themselves holding private prop- 
erty in an area earmarked for “open space” zoning, 
be among the first to protest, It is one thing to 
pass a law affecting others but quite another to pass one 
affecting ourselves. 

The board, in its wisdom, has decided to further re- 
view its thinking relative to “open space” zoning and we 
would hope for a radical revision of its proposal — one 
which would he fair to those affected. 

MUTUAL AID PAYS OFF AGAIN 

The mutual aid fire fighting system of which Lindsay 
is a part has demonstrated its worth again, this time in 
Lindsay where a disastrous fire twice threatened to get 
out of control. It was obvious to onlookers that, left to 
one department to handle, the fire probably could not 
have been contained, at least not until it had done a lot 
more damage than it did. 

Breaking out in the former Blackwell Bldg, which is 
now owned by Ray Weldon, firemen were under no illu- 
sions from the outset as to the problem which confronted 
them. They remembered the fire of just over four: years 
ago when it took the combined efforts of several brigades 
to bring it under control. 

The thing about the mutual aid arrangement is not 
so much that one department comes to the aid of an- 
other but the fact that co-ordination of men and equip- 
ment is made more effective because men from the vari- 
ous participating departments are familiar with it, have 
the advantage of integrated training through regular 
sessions and become acquainted with the problems pecu- 
liar to the various municipalities in which they operate. 

It is a pretty safe bet that without mutual aid, very 
little, if any, of the Black well Bldg. would have been 
saved and a very much greater threat would have existed 
to adjacent property. The concentrated effort of all 
brigades was necessary to halt the progress of the fire 
which seemed at one point to have been completely sub- 
dued and then a few minutes later flared up and threat- 
ened to get completely out of control. Even with this 
combination of forces it was touch-and-go for some time 
and any less resistance would have been too little. 
SPEAKING OUT... 

What is happening to the old-fashioned (but honest) 
custom of speaking out on public affairs whether you be 
for if or “agin” it?

BEWARE UNANCHORED 
BELTS FOR CHILDREN 

Seat belts for children have appeared on the Cana- 
dian retail market. These belts involve two verticial 
loops of webbing through which a horizontal loop is pass- 
ed. The horizontal loop, which buckles around the child 
moves freely up and down inside the vertical loops to 
allow the child to stand, sit or lie down. It has a wider 
section to spread the protection over abdomen and 
chest. 

The vertical loops are properly anchored to the car’s 
chassis through the floor, This offers as much protection 
as possible in an accident and will prevent the wearer 
from being thrown around inside the car. 

Warning! 

The motoring public is warned of the existence of 
a child belt being advertised across Canada which is not 
anchored to the chassis. In fact, it is not anchored at all. 
The vertical webbing loops merely pass around the back — 
of the front seat. In case of a crash, the belts, holding — 
the child, go with the seat. These unanchored belts serve — 
only one purpose — they restrain the cihld and relieve 
the driver of the anxiety. Their protective value is al- 
most nil, : ae rie 

In at least on instance, these unanchored belts were 
advertised to give the child “complete protection”. This 
is misleading and could give result in serious injury to the 
wearer, ‘ s ¥ 
When buying children’s seat belts, be certain they 
will anchor to the car’s chassis. Otherwise, expect noth- 
ing more from them than restraint. t

ARDA meeting told: 


“Haven’t been careful enough 
preserving county we live in” 


Goose Lake conservation project urged 


Re-designate 
cement area 
agricultural 


Maple Crescent residents 
protesting the zoning of an 
area adjacent to their proper- 
ties “light industrial” on the 
new official Lindsay plan have 
won thelr point. 

A strong delegation attend- 
ing last weeks Lindsay Plan- 
ning Board were told that the 
area would be zoned “agricul- 
tural” in the light of revised 
thinking. 

Seeking assurances that fur- 
ther industrial development 
wouldn’t’ take place on the site 
the delegates were told that 
the town could exercise no 
more control over the land 
now than it could before until 
the new town plan officially be 
comes law. 

However, town plan com- 
mittee Chairman J. McQuarrie 
told the group he thought it 
highly unlikely that council 
would grant any further permit 
until the new official plan was 
approved and the zoning by- 
law adopted. 

The controversial issue 
arose when a cement manufac- 
turing plant was located on a 
tract of land not far from the 
housing development. The 
Tesidents said they feared a 
dust nuisance from the plant. 

Mayor Joseph Holtom told 
the group, in reply to a ques- 
tion, that council didn’t enter 
into the matter of issuing 
building permits where an ap- 
plication is in conformance 
with all town bylaws. When 
this is the case the building 
inspector has full authority to 
issue a permit, his worship ex- 
plained. 

Board chairman John Eakins 
fold delegates the board is do- 
ing all it can fo protect their 
interests in the future but that 
until an official plan had been 
adopted covering the area 
they were powerless to act. 


He noted that by redes- 
ignating the area “agri- 
cultural” instead of “light 


industrial”, the board had 
shown its anxiety to assist them 
as much as possible. 

A delegate asked: “Is there 
anything we can do to prevent 
more industry going in there 
until the plan is made law?” 

Mayor Holtom replied by re- 
calling the fact that a petition 
had been submitted to council 
against the building of a 
church on Queen Street and 
while council was considering 
the situation, it was informed 
by the church’s solicitor that 
unless a permit were issued in 
conformance with existing 
bylaws, action would be taken. 
The mayor reiterated that 
where a réquest for a building 
permit conforms to existing 
laws, a permit cannot be le- 
gally refused.

A crop examination of a 
grouse shot in the Beaverton 
area revealed the bird had 
been dieting on berries, leaves 
and of all things, green frogs. 


In his latest weekly Depart- 
ment of Lands and Forests re- 
port, District Forester A. E. 
Walroth states that to he de- 
partment’s knowledge, grouse 
have never been known to 
even consider frogs as a food 
staple, or even an occasional 
delicacy. 


The Ruffled Grouse, which 
is also known by several other 
names, inciludes in its diet a 
great variety of vegetative 
foods, and insects but frogs, 
never... that the department 
knew of before this discovery.

Bass, muskie season extended, 


L. Scugog open 
Open season for bass and 
muskies in Ontario has been 
extended to November 380 this 
year reports the Department 
of Lands and Forests. 
This will constitute a change 
for a major portion of the pro- 


vince which previusly had a|’ 


bass and muskie season termin- 
ating on October 15. 

In the exceptions to the new 
regulations the report points 
out, all fishing is prohibited 
after October 15. 

The exceptions are as fol- 
lows: 

1. Algonquin 
Park,

for rail freight service 


Lindsay wouldn’t be depriv- 
ed of rail service even if the 
Canadian National Railway 
were to abandon all or part of 
its Lindsay-Blackwater line. 
This was pointed out by J. K. 
Fleming passenger sales 
manager for the company dur- 
ing a trip through Lindsay 
today. 

Mr. Fleming said the dis- 
tance factor between Lindsay 
and Toronto via Lorneyille is 
only 11 miles longer than the 
run via Mariposa. In addition 
another alternative route via 
Lorneville Greenwater, Bea- 
verton and Richmond Hill is 
only 20 miles longer than the 
existing route. 

The passenger sales agent 


was here primarily to explore 
further the suggestion that a 
dayliner service be establish- 


ed between Lindsay and Tor- 
onto. During the course of an 
interview with him, it was 
learned that passenger travel 
over this route in recent years 
resulted in recurring oper- 
ational losses. 

Mileage figures cited by Mr. 
Fleming over alternate freight

Glenarm-Hartley ARDA pasture program 
likely to start in the spring of ’64 


Over 50 farmers turned up 
at the Agricultural Rehabilita- 
tion Development Association 
(ARDA) meeting held Thurs- 


{day evening at the Ontario 


Government building in Lind- 
say. 

County Chairman Clare 
Curtain said the committee 
had looked over the land ac- 
quired for the pasture pro- 


gram and that the purpose of: 


the meeting was to discuss mat- 
ters pertaining to it. 

Victoria County Agricultural 
representative Leroy Brown 
said that about 750 acres had 
so far been acquired by the 
ARDA in Victoria County in 
the Glenarm-Hartley area. 

“Tt is hoped”, said Chairman 
Curtin, “to have the pasture 
program available for next 
spring, but first certain policies 
must be adopted and set out.” 

Considerable discussion took 
place on the type of cattle to 
be put on the community past- 
ure. “The pasture program is 
intended to relieve congestion 
of the home farm; we muust 
decide on the best type of cat- 
tle to be put there”, said Mr. 
Curtin. Various members pre- 
sent agreed that cows and 


calves presented the “major 
problem” but many present 
wanted at least a portion al- 
located to cows and calves. It 
was decided to provide accom- 
odation for yearlings, separate 
accomodation for two-year-olds 
and provision for cows and 
calves. 

Grazing dates on the com- 
munity pasture wouuld be 
from about May 15th to No- 
vember Ist. Grazing rates caus- 
ed an animated discussion and 
it was generally agreed to base 
rates for yearlings, two-year- 
olds and calves on a pound | 
gain rate and cows on a flat 
rate. The rates would be de- 
cided later by the committee. 

The meeting decided that if 
possible local help from the 
community pasture area should 
be hired to repair fences on 
the properties and that a care- 
taker should be employed to 
lock after the cattle on the 
project. } 

The matter of identification 
of cattle posed some pro- 
blems and discussion on the

Mayor Holtom: “It depends 
on how much you want to 
spend . . . we purchased the 
arsenal land for the parks 
board.”

If it is 
too low then the property 
owner should have no kick 
and if on the other hand he 
considers his assessment is 
too high then the assess- 
ment act provides that he 
can seek redress at the 
Court of Revision. 


I do not know who holds 
the position of Assessor for 
the township of Fenelon, nor 
how long the position has 
been held by the same man. 
But for an assessor to raise 
his own assessment of last 
year or Maybe the past two or 
three years by twice as much 
or three times as much or 
four times as much is a 
problem that I cannot fath- 
om and I am not surprised 
that the people of Fenelon 
are up in arms and are de- 
manding some redress. I 
cannot conceive an assessor 
raising an assessment by four 
times nor by three times nor 
by twice as much as his or- 
iginal assessment.

Sometimes the pa- 
tient’s family doctor needs the 
advice of a psychiatrist in help- 
ing the frightened patient.

Dear Dr. Steinecrohn: I am 
on a diet, walk a great deal, 
but seldom lose. For six 
weeks I have given up cake, 
candy, ice cream, sweet drinks 
and tried to eat fruits and 
drink fruit juices in place of 
the others. I lost only about 
three pounds in that time. 

I go to a nerve specialist 
and he tells me not to take thy- 
roid extract to reduce. He 
claims it would upset my 
whole nervous system. I 
want to lose 40 pounds, and I 
am getting desperate—Mrs. P. 

Comment: In most cases thy- 
roid will not help in weight 
reduction. Your weight is com- 
ing from somewhere.

DIARRHEA CAN 
BE STUBBORN 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have 
had diarrhea for the past five 
months. Sometimes as much 
as five to six times a day, I 
have had two complete physi- 
cals, barium enema, GI series, 
and many other tests, ‘all of 
which proved negative. I have 
been on low residue diets, test- 
ed for allergic foods, taken 
tranquilizers and many other 
medicines. 

Nothing seems to help. My 
doctor is really trying very 
hard and has consulted many 
associates, but the cause re- 
mains a mystery. Maybe you 
have a suggestion. I’m 382, 
have three children and a won- 
derful husband. Mrs. L, 


Comment: I’m more or less 
in a similar spot as the man 
who has never read the murder 
mystery, but is given some 
highlights, and is asked: “Now, 
you tell me who done it.” Your 
doctors have all the evidence 
and are in a better position to 
come up with the answer. 

Nevertheless, I have a sug- 
gestion. Don’t get too excited 
about it because I’m not sure 
it will work. I recall a number 
(not to many) of patients who 


had stubborn diarrhea. All 
tests were negative — but one. 
In examining the stomach con- 
tents for hydrochloric acid we 
found that it was absent in 
these patients. 

The condition is called ach- 
lorhydria. I prescribed small 
doses of dilute hydrochloric 
acid after meals, and within 
days —as if by magic — the 
diarrhea disappeared. Has 
your doctor checked on this? 
It's worth a try. 


DIZZY WHEN DIETING 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have 
been dieting for the past two 
weeks without much luck. Dur- 
ing the day, while dieting, I 
find that I have been getting 
dizzy. It doesn’t happen when 
I’m on my full diet. If I eat 
candy or something sweet it 
goes away. But this would be 
defeating the purpose of the 
diet. Would the fact that I 
drink a bit of beer when diet- 
ing have any connection? Mrs. 
W. 

Comment: Your diet tops the 
list of diets. This is the first 
time I have heard of a beer 
diet. Dieting or not, beer has 
been known to cause dizziness. 
Let’s see how things work out 
without any beer.
